They  really  believe  that  the  famous  hero  in  America  was  the  pro¬ 
genitor  of  all  the  Smiths  in  the  new  world;  and  that  the  story  of  the  Ind¬ 
ian  princess,  Pocahontas,  who  saved  John  Smith* s  life,  ended  in  their  ro¬ 
mance  and  marriage.  The  fact  that  the  young  Indian  girl  married  John 
Eolfe,  one  of  the  colonists,  had  one  son,  Thomas,  and  died  in  England  at 
the  early  age  of  twenty-four  years,  is  not  glamorous  enough. 


t  facts  cajne  as  ^ck  to  me.  I  had  always  believed  that  Captain 

Joto  Smith,  hero  of  Jamestown,  married  Pocahontas.  When  I  found  that  this 
John  Smith  had  never  married,  all  of  the  traditional  stories  of  my  own 
family  genealogy  seemed  confusing.  My  Mother's  maiden  name  was  Smith.

They  traveled  here  "by  rail  when  Plainview  was 
the  end  of  the  line  for  the  railroad;  later  they  saw  the  first  train  oome 
to  Lubhock,  Coming  to  Plainview  they  passed  a  number  of  wagons  that  had 
been  disconnected  from  wagon  trains  and  left*  The  day  after  their  arrival 
April  2,  they  remember  there  was  a  four  inch  snow  on  the  ground* 

They  were  active  in  the  rural  Sunday  Schools  and  churches  in  Liberty 
and  Lakeside  communities,  as  well  as  civic  affairs.

Back  In  the  days  when  Oklahoma  was  still  Indian  Territory  and 
Texans  prided  themselves  in  the  glory  of  Old  Tascosa,  Dr.  A.S.  Howard 
packed  his  new  medical  degree  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  and  headed  for  the 
new  land  with  frontiers.  In  I896,  he  unpacked  the  little  Llack  bag  near 
Ringling,  Okla.  and  set  up  practice.

Bend.  Dr.  Howard  became  their  private  physician.  On  one  of  his  calls  at 
the  family  home,  he  met  Miss  Bonnie  May.  It  was  a  matter  of  a  year  and  a 
half  after  the  introduction  that  Dr.  Howard  proposed  and  Miss  Smith  accept¬ 
ed.  The  date  of  the  ceremony:  March  28,  I898.

Planning  to  be  on  hand  for  the  celebration  are  four  daughters  and  two  sons. 

Soon  after  their  marriage,  Dr.  Howard  and  his  bride  came  to  Miami, 
Texas.

of  the  Smiths  in  America  came  several  years  later.  However,  many  hist¬ 
orians  make  a  guess  that  John  Smith,  who,  with  his  wife  Joan,  was  listed 
as  sent  under  the  Boyal  Company  Charter  in  1609-1619,  was  a  relative  of 
the  Jamestown  hero.

According  to  Mr.  Cridlin,  one  hundred  and  seven  children  were  "born 
in  the  Virginia  Colony  "between  1609  and  I625.  Captain  John  Martin  was  the 
only  member  of  the  original  group.  No  other  person  by  the  name  of  Smith 
is  listed  in  the  original  group  and  only  John  and  Joan  are  given  in  the 
company  charter  of  1615.  Familiar  names  in  this  family  history  that  are 
among  the  early  charter  records  are:  Hugh  (Haward,  Harwood  and  Howard), 
John  Lightfoot,  Sir  George  and  lady  Temperance  Yeardley. 

All  of  the  original  colonists  and  those  who  came  in  the  next  few 
years  were  entitled  to  land  under  the  English  charters  of  November  28, 
1618.  Sir  George  Yeardley,  who  was  governor  of  the  oolony  for  a  few 
years,  was  a  great  friend  of  the  colonists.  He  came  over  with  a  group 
in  1609  just  about  the  time  Captain  John  Smith,  the  hero,  left,  a  sick, 
wounded  and  disappointed  man.  Yeardley  came  to  America  as  did  many 
others  in  search  of  gold  and  adventure.  He  did  not  find  gold  but  be¬ 
came  interested  in  the  new  fertile  country.  He  was  so  pleased  with  the 
country  that  he  decided  to  try  his  hand  in  bringing  over  more  people 
from  England. 

Yeardley  was  not  a  wealthy  man.  When  he  came  to  Virginia,  he  had 
only  his  sword  but  in  a  short  time,  because  of  his  ability  to  get  along 
with  the  colonists,  he  acquired  a  considerable  fortune  in  land  and  in 
growing  tobacco.  "The  Virginia  Historical  Magazine",  Vol.  II,  No.  1, 
p.  84,  states  that  Yeardley  went  back  to  England  in  1618  and  was  knighted.' 

The  magazine  says,  in  a  letter  dated  November  28,  l6l8: 

"The  king  has  this  week  knighted  Yeardley  at  New  Market 

and  since  he  has  flaunted  it  up  and  down  the  streets  with  extra* 

ordinary  bravery  with  fifteen  fair  liveries  after  him." 

He  had  acquired  a  large  estate  in  Virginia  during  his  short  time 
there* 

During  this  visit  to  England,  it  is  assumed  that  he  interested 
numbers  of  people  in  coming  to  Virginia  with  promises  of  land  and  a  life 
of  ease.  Many  people  who  were  not  doing  so  well  in  England  at  that  time 
chose  to  follow  him.  Also,  many  noblemen  were  seeking  new  lands  for  their 
sons  and  younger  brothers.  Consequently,  Yeardley  was  able  to  bring  a 
large  contingent  of  colonists  to  Virginia  in  1619.  This  meant  wealth  for 
Yeardley  too. 

During  the  time  the  affairs  of  the  oolony  were  in  the  hands  of  the 
London  Company,  between  1606  and  1625,  in  which  latter  year  the  charter

The  value  of  the  meritorious  service  was  estimated  hy  the  colonial 
authorities  and  such  an  area  of  land  allowed  was  considered  proportionate 

to  it* 

The  purchase  of  a  share  gave  a  right  to  one  handred  acres  of  land 
which  was  increased  to  two  hundred  when  the  first  trace  had  been  seated. 

Whoever  paid  the  charges  for  transporting  a  person  to  a  colony, 
whether  his  own  servant  or  a  member  of  his  family,  or  anyone  e  se, 
entitled  to  fSty  acres  of  land.  Mr.  Yeardley,  infringing  over  number, 
of  people,  acquired  vast  estates  in  the  Colony  of  Virginia*

When  John  and  Joan  Smith  came  to  America  in  1615-161' 9, 
with  Yeardley,  they  were  to  become  the  pioneer  family  of  Smiths,  the 
ancestors  of7 all  the  Smiths  in  America.  Even  the  Smiths  of  Massachusetts 
from  whom  Abigail  Smith,  wife  of  John  Adams,  desoended,  has  been  recorded 

as  being  in  the  Virginia  Colony  first. 

The  first  settlements  in  Virginia  by  the  planters  or  farmers  m  we 
would  call  them  today,  were  known  as  "Hundreds."  l^toe  men 

families  were  placed  in  groups  at  intervals  throughout  the  explored 
places  which  were  reasonably  safe  from  the  Indians  and  element,  of  natur.. 

On  February  3,  1619,  the  London  Company  granted  to  Sir  William 
Throokmortan,  Sir  ieorgeVeardley,  Richard  Berkley,  George  Thorpe  John 
Smith  of  Nibley,  a  plantation  in  Virginia,  which  *eoame ^^  1636^7

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CHAPTER  III 

The  Smiths  in  Colonial  Virginia 

Life  in  Colonial  Virginia  started  with  the  "Hundreds"  as  political 
and  governmental  centers*  Each  "Hundred"  had  it  own  group  of  officers 
called  Burgesses.  These  men  surveyed  the  new  lands,  tilled  the  soil, 
and  served  as  leaders  in  the  Church.  The  Church,  at  this  time,  was  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  England.  At  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  Spring  and 
Pall,  the  various  "Hundreds"  sent  representatives  into  Jamestown,  capitol 
of  the  oolony.  Here  they  sat  at  the  governing  body  of  the  colonies. 

The  greatest  problem,  other  than  the  climate,  was  the  plantation 
owners  protecting  themselves  from  the  Indians. 

Life  in  the  "Hundreds"  in  1620-1625  was  that  of  the  feudal  lords  in 
their  plantation  homes.  It  was  a  struggle  for  existence  against  the  Ind¬ 
ian  attacks;  and  survival  by  self-sustenance.  They  had  only  the  most 
crude  implements  to  raise  enough  food  to  beep  themselves  alive.  These 
were  improvised  by  the  planters.  Servants,  at  this  time,  were  men  and 
women  whose  transportation  to  America  had  been  paid  by  their  landlord. 

They  were  known  as  "indentured  servants."  As  soon  as  their  debt  waa 
paid,  they  were  released  as  free  men. 

As  more  people  came  to  Virginia,  the  system  of  "Hundreds"  became 
unsatisfactory  and  the  colony  was  divided  into  nine  shires,  among  them: 
Henrioo,  Elizabeth  City,  Warwick,  James  City,  Charles  City,  Aocomao, 
Nasemond,  York  and  Isle  of  Wight.  Charles  City  County  later  became 
Gloucester  on  the  York  River,  where  we  have  concluded  our  ancestor,  John 
Smith  settled. 

The  earliest  known  grant  was  given  to  Augustine  Warner  in  1635- 
Five  years  later  Argali  Yeardley  patented  4,000  acres  in  Tyndalls  Neck, 
north  of  the  Warner  grant.  5  These  are  important  to  us  of  the  Smith 
family  as  our  early  relatives  built  their  plantation  homes  along  the  York 
and  Mattipony  rivers. 

The  families  who  lived  in  the  plantation  homes  along  the  rivers  inter¬ 
married.  There  wasn’t  a  family  who  didn’t  claim  relationship  to  at  least 
one  of  the  families.  Social  life  centered  around  the  homes  and  churches. 

It  was  natural,  then,  for  oousins  to  marry  cousins. 

Reoords  in  the  early  years  were  vague,  illegible  or  Just  plain  ml Be¬ 
ing.  However,  by  tracing  every  reoord  on  the  early  Smith  families  and  by 
connecting  Bible  reoords,  I  have  brought  out  definite  facts  that  prove 
without  a  doubt,  to  me,  that  all  of  the  original  Smith  families  had  the 
common  anoestor  Sir  John  Smith  of  Nibley  who  settled  Berkeley  Hundred  in 
1619.

Romance,  a  good  many  "guesses,"  conjecture  and  puzzle- solving, 
make  up  our  Smith  story  for  the  few  years  prior  to  the  Revolution.  Had 
not  the  Larkin  Chew  family  "been  a  prominent,  early  family  and  my  grand- 
father  not  been  Larkin  Smith,  I  would  have  failed  to  link  the  story  to¬ 
gether!  Tor  the  sake  of  tracing  the  name  Larkin,  I  write  the  Chew  and 
Beverley  genealogy. 


It  was  a  fairly  peaceful  time.  Indians  along  the  rivers  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  had  been  conquered,  families  had  gained  wealth  and  political  pronv. 
inence.  It  was  time  for  graoious  living,  the  time  of  the  landed  gentry. 
The  tobacco  trade  had  grown  until  most  of  the  land  owners  were  considered 
wealthy. 


One  of  the  colonial  merchants  was  John  Chew  who  came  to  Virginia  in 
the  ship,  "Charity",  in  1621,  about  the  same  time  that  Sir  John  Smith  and 
Yeardley  made  their  second  trip.  Chew»s  wife,  Sarah,  came  a  year  later  in 
the  "Sea  flower." 


John  Chew  was  a  wealthy  man  when  he  came  to  America,  being  a  descend- 
ent  of  the  Chews  of  Chew  Magna,  Chew  Court  being  the  manorial  mansion, 
Somerset,  England.  He  acquired  large  tracts  of  land  soon  after  ooming  to 
America.  In  1636,  he  received  a  grant  of  twelve  hundred  acres  in  Charles 
River  County,  later  York.  Also,  he  maintained  an  imposing  house  in  James¬ 
town,  as  most  of  the  planters  did.  7 


John  Chew  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  lived  at  Hog  Island  opposite  James- 
town  in  1624.  Some  years  later,  he  moved  to  his  large  grant  of  land  in 
York  County.  It  seems  that  Sarah  died  before  1651,  as  that  year  John  made 
a  deed  in  York  County  concerning  his  marriage  with  Mrs.  Rachel  Constable.  8 


The  children  of  Sarah  and  John  Chew  as  shown  in  various  county  record 
were  Joseph  and  Samuel.  Samuel  moved  to  Anne  Arrundel  County,  Maryland, 
where  the  Chew  family  attained  great  prominence. 


Vague  records  in  a  time  when  statistics  meant  little  to  people  cause 
present-day  searchers  much  discomfort.  This  is  the  case  here  with  Joseph

or  Virginia.  Records-  show  that  he  married,  seoond  Margaret  Mills,  widow

Ruth  Larkin,  who  married  Joseph  Chew,  gave  to  the  Smith  family  the 
name  of  Larkin.  Every  generation  since  has  used  the  name.  Larkin  Chew, 
son  of  Ruth  and  Joseph,  established  Chew  Magna,  one  of  the  palatial 
homes  of  the  Virginia  Colony.  It  was  fired  upon  when,  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  the  British  soldiers  entrenched  themselves  there,  Matthew

The  Robert  Beverley  Family 

The  Robert  Beverley  family  whose  sons  were,  Peter,  Harry  and  Robert 
lived  near  the  Chews,  as  did  the  John  Smiths  of  Rickahock,  King  and  Queen 
County.  King  and  Queen  County  was  taken  from  York  and  Gloucester  counties 
being  surveyed  by  Harry  and  Peter  Beverley.  It  is  said  that  the  people  in 
King  and  Queen  County  were  so  afraid  of  God  that  they  had  no  time  to  be 
fraid  of  anything  else. 


Harry  Beverley  had  quite  a  colorful  life  as  a  young  man.  Love  of  aA- 
venture  sent  him  to  the  BBarbadoesn  in  search  of  pirates.  Being  shipwreck¬ 
ed  on  the  Islands,  he  was  unable  to  return  home  for  a  number  of  trying 
months.  It  was  a  happy  day  for  Elizabeth  Smith,  only  daughter  of  wealthy 
Hobert  Smith  of  "Brandon"  when  Harry  returned.  She  became  Mrs.  Harry  Bev¬ 
erley.  The  estate  of  "Brandon"  and  the  wealth  accrued  by  her  father  was 
her  inheritance  at  his  death. 

Children  of  this  marriage  were:  Robert,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  bora  1704, 
Susanna,  Catherine,  bora  1?08,  Judith,  Peter,  bora  1?12,  Agatha,  Anne  and 
Margaret. 


The  Chew  and  Beverley  families  were  united  when  Mary  married  Larkin 
Chew,  the  second. 

Larkin  Chew  who  was  a  member  of  the  house  of  Burgesses  had  sons 
Larkin,  John,  daughters,  Mary,  Hilly  and  others.  The  marriage  of  Larkin 
Chew  II  and  Mary  Beverley  united  two  of  the  most  prominent  families  of  our 
Tidewater  Virginia.  Through  generations  to  the  present  time  a  great  many 
of  our  nation* s  leaders  can  trace  their  ancestry  to  the  Chews  and  Beverleys. 
Among  other  families  was  the  John  Taliaferos,  whose  family  was  closely 
associated  with  "The  Smiths." 

Lawrence  Smith  died  in  1700  Just  before  he  received  his  appointment 
to  the  King’s  Council  for  which  he  was  recommended  in  1699.  This  honor 
proved  him  "a  gentleman  of  estate  and  standing." 

Children  of  Lawrence  Smith  and  Mary,  his  wife,  whose  family  I  do  not 
find  axe:  Colonel,  the  Honorable,  John  Smith,  who  married  Elizabeth  Cox, 
daughter  of  John  Cox  and  Elizabeth  Stracheyj  Charles  Smith,  who  settled  in 
Essex  County  and  was  appointed  county  surveyor  in  1710.  10  Robert  Smith 

of  Carolina  County,  who  made  a  deed  in  Spottsylvania  County  selling  land 
formerly  belonging'to  Colonel  Lawrence  Smith,  11 

Land  in  Spottsylvania  County  and  King  and  Qpeen  County,  the  estate  of 
Lawrence  Smith  was  left  to  his  children,  John,  Charles,  Robert  and  Austin. 
There  may  have  been  others.  Historical  records  divulge  the  names  of  hig 
ehildren  mentioned  here.

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John  took  for  his  part,  the  land  which  later  "became  known  an  Rick». 
hock.  In  fact,  the  place  ie  known  today  hy  this  name.  Although  it  is 
now  definitely  identified  in  King  and  Queen  County,  protahly  the  origin¬ 
al  fort  and  grant  included  several  counties.  Land  and  homes  in  oolonial 
days  were  geographically  located  "by  the  family  name  or  by  residence  name 
rather  than  location  by  county* 

Rickahock,  the  home  of  Smiths  for  many  generations  is  a  plaoe  in 
King  and  Queen  County,  Virginia,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Mattipony 
River.  It  takes  its  name  from  the  Rickahock  Indians.  During  the  time  of 
King  Powatan,  there  was  an  Indian  village,  Rickahock,  here.  The  Rickahock 
Indian  path  was  a  wide  roadbed  whioh  led  through  many  miles  of  marsh  and 
lowlands  to  Williamsburg.  Pocahontas,  with  her  followers,  too  this  trail 
when  she  carried  supplies  to  the  starving  original  colonists  in  the  years 
1607-08-09. 

The  first  record  of  white  settlement  at  Rickahock  was  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  Port  Royal  in  1645,  commonly  known  as  Rickahock.  This  fort  was 
given  by  the  colony  to  Captain  Roger  Marshall  provided  he  kept  ten  men  on 
the  place  for  three  years.  This  fort  overlooked  the  waters  of  the  Matti¬ 
pony  River  with  high  bluffs  looking  down  to  the  river.  The  bluffs  gave 
natural  protection  to  the  fort  as  the  Indians  paddled  their  canoes  up  and 
down  the  rivers  and  were  likely  to  attack  the  struggling  colonists  who 
were  trying  to  establish  their  homes. 

Evidently  Captain  Marshall  had  no  trouble  in  driving  the  Indian* 
away  from  the  area  since  it  was  purchased  by  Marshall  and  patented  in 

16^9. 


The  mansion  at  Rickahock  is  described  by  Alfred  Bagby  in  King  and 
Queen  County,  Virginia,  as  one  of  the  most  elegant  oountry  homes  he  had 
ever  seen.  The  grounds  were  laid  out  in  formal  gardens,  landscaped  and 
ornamented.  The  river  entrance  was  Bteep  but  well-graded  and  neatly 
kept.  12 

An  old  gentleman,  Charles  Chilton,  told  of  his  many  visits  to  the 
Smith  home  whioh  was  a  one-storied  building  with  rooms  above.  Today  w* 
would  call  it  a  "story  and  half"  house.  I  can  visualize  it  now.  True  to 
Williamsburg  architecture,  I’m  sura,  it  had  the  lovely  dormer  windows  whioh 
gave  a  broad  view  of  the  river.  Mr.  Chilton  told  of  the  interior  of  the 
house  being  painted  in  imitation  of  the  President’s  home  in  Washington. 

This  home  was  the  residence  of  the  Smith  family  for  more  than  one 
hundred  years.  Numerous  times  it  is  mentioned  in  old  records.  The  hospi¬ 
tality  of  the  Smiths  was  known  throughout  the  area  and  provided  traveler* 
and  friends  many  pleasant  hours.  The  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  ding¬ 
ing  the  Revolutionary  period.  But  the  place  is  still  landmarked  as  "Rieka— 
hock"  in  King  and  Queen  County, 

Neighbors  of  the  Smiths  were  the  Carter  Braxtons.  They  lived  at

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Mantua,  a  plantation  home  a  short  distance  down  the  river.  "Mantapike" 
just  "below  the  Braxtons  was  the  home  of  the  Brooke  family.  The  Brook 
and  Smith  families  intermarried.  William  Brooks  married  Mary  Smith, 
daughter  of  Larkin  Smith  whose  father  was  John  of  Rickahock.  These  fao- 
ilies  shared  the  good  times,  the  hardships,  and  problems  of  early  Colonial 
life,  St,  George's  Parish  was  their  church  center.

Mary  Beverley,  daughter  of  Harry,  was  living  with  her  "brother,  Robert 
and  family  in  the  family  home,  "Neroland",  at  the  time  of  his  death  May  12, 
1733*  Shortly  after,  on  September  1733»  Mary  married  Larkin  Chew,  ion  of 
wealthy  Larkin  Chew  and  owner  of  large  traots  of  land  in  Spottsyl vania 
County.  As  mentioned  before,  the  elder  Chew  became  prominent  in  the  House 
of  Burgesses  and  the  King's  Council  during  the  years  1722  and  1724. 

Daughter  Mary  of  this  marriage  married  John  Smith  of  Rickahook.  And 
here  my  story  is  complicated  with  all  the  John  Smiths  of  the  new  nation. 
However,  it  is  definite  enough  that  they  all  trace  back  to  Sir  John  of 
Nibley,  founder  of  the  Berkeley  Hundred.  The  first  John  Smith  inherited 
from  his  father  Lawrence  who  died  in  1700  land  in  King  and  Queen  and  Spott»- 
ylvania  counties.  Rickahock,  the  family  home  in  King  and  Queen  County, 
flourished  aa  the  Smith  family  center  in  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  Roger  Marshall  purchased  this  historical  and  beautiful  home,  seat 
of  an  early  fort  which  was  used  as  protection  against  Indian  attacks.  13 

John  Snith,  son  of  Lawrence,  made  a  will  which  iB  recorded  in  The 
Marshall  Family  by  Paxton.  14  He  says  that  this  John  married  Mary  A^n  Ad¬ 
kins,  a  relative  of  the  Washington  family.  His  son  John  received 

"land  I  bought  from  William  Thompson" 

and  the  will  is  recorded  and  signed  by  John  Smith.  15  It  waB  probated  Aug— 
ust  25,  172 5»  This  family  lived  near  the  Marshalls  of  Westmoreland. 

Mrs.  F.A.  Jay,  West  Palm  Beach,  Florida,  offers  this  information  on 
the  Smith  and  Marshall  lines: 

"Have  names  of  sons  of  Thomas  Smith,  first  of  the  branch 
to  be  bom  in  the  colonies.  My  information  is  that  Captain 
John  Marshall  came  to  Virginia  about  I69O  and  left  son,  WilL- 
iam  Marshall,  whose  son  was  called  John  of  the  Forest  and  who 
was  a  captain  in  the  early  Indian  wars  of  the  colonies.  This 
John  died  1752,  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John 
Markham.  ,  His  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Anne  married  brothers, 
John  and  Augustine  Smith  who  were  sons  of  John  Smith  and  Mary 
Ann  Adkins,  his  wife." 

She  also  says  that  the  last  information  that  she  has  on  the  Smiths  is  that 
they  moved  to  Georgia.  This  links  the  Marshall  and  Smith  families.  The 
name,  Augustine,  came  from  the  Washington  family  and  show  up  again  when

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Thomas,  son  of  Augustine  and  Anne,  and  Elizabeth  Adams,  horn  June  20,  175^ 
named  their  son,  John  A.W.  Smith  (  John  Augustine  Washington  Smith).  With 
this  my  story  is  back  to  the  original  John  Smith,  where  I  started,  all 
cousins  no  matter  where  you  start.  Here  began  the  name  of  John  W.  Smith, 
the  "A"  being  dropped  in  later  generations.  16 

Sinoe  our  family  is  interested  in  Lawrenoe  Smith,  brother  of  this 
John  as  our  direct  ancestor,  I  will  leave  the  John  Smiths  of  Purton,  with 
the  thought  that  they  are  cousins  and  now  deal  with  the  John  Smiths  of 
Rickahock  in  King  and  Queen  County  taken  from  Gloucester  County. 

Please  keep  in  mind  that  Hover  Beverley,  who  lived  in  Gloucester 
also  moved  north  along  the  river,  I  wish  to  mention  this  as  the  Smith, 
Beverley,  Chew  and  Carter  families  became  prominent  in  King  and  Qpeen  and 
Spottsyl vania  counties.  As  new  lands  were  explored  colonists  pushed  far¬ 
ther  along  the  banks  of  the  Mattipony  and  Rappahannock  rivers. 

Colonial  planters  acquired  more  land  and  expanded  their  already  large 
estates.  These  estates,  with  their  palatial  and  spoious  manorial  resi¬ 
dences  developed  into  the  homes  of  the  "land  barons." 

Lawrenoe  and  John  Smith  each  maintained  such  magnlfioent  establish 
mentsi  Purton,  the  home  of  the  first  John  Smith  and  Rickahock,  home  of 
John  Smith,  Bon  of  Lawrence.

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CHAPTER  V 
Lawrence  and.  John 

By  record  of  the  Lawrence  Smith’s  deed  in  1666,  Lawrence  and  John 
are  proven  as  Brothers  and  land  owners  of  Gloucester  County*  At  this 
time  Gloucester  included  land  along  the  York  River  as  far  north  as  the 
Colonists  were  allowed  to  venture.  A  law  in  effect  prior  to  this  time 
made  it  a  felony  for  a  colonist  to  venture  beyond  the  waters  of  the 
York  River. 

John  Smith  and  Lawrence  Smith,  sons  of  Thomas,  each  established  their 
homes  distances  apart  along  the  river.  John  Smith  now  became  known  as 
John  Smith  of  Purton  because  he  married,  November  24,  1634,  Ann  Bernard, 
daughter  of  Richard  Bernard  and  Ann  Corderoy.  Ann  Bernard  inherited  a 
tract  of  land  along  the  York  River  which  included  Purton  Bay. 

Purton,  which  is  geographically  Purton  (Poetan)  Bay  on  the  York 
River,  was  the  headquarters  of  the  old  Indian  chief,  Powhatan,  and  the 
place  where  Pocohantas,  his  daughter,  save  the  life  of  Captain  John 
Smith.  Purton  has  been  known  since  as  the  home  of  the  John  Smiths.  17 

The  second  John  Smith,  son  of  John,  married  Mary  Warner,  daughter 
of  Augustine  Warner,  an  early  land  owner.  This  connected  two  of  the 
most  important  families  of  the  colony.  The  genealogy  of  each  of  the 
John  Smith  families  has  been  clearly  traoed.  18 

Several  dates  conflict.  But  when  you  consider  that  most  of  the 
records  were  written  twenty-five  to  fifty  years  later,  it  is  likely 
that  there  could  easily  be  a  difference  of  ten  to  twenty  years.  Even 
two  years  ago  I  wrote  to  a  cemetary  caretaker  for  a  tombstone  inscription 
of  my  great— grandparents.  I  received  a  notarized  paper  with  the  in¬ 
scription.  The  date  on  one  is  ten  years  earlier  than  it  should  be  as 
my  Mother  remembers  the  death  of  her  grandmother.  The  recorded  date  of 
the  caretaker’s  preceded  my  Mother's  birth.  A  great  many  dates  have 
been  written  down  by  people  who  were  guessing  at  them. 

j  Dates  concerning  two  John  Smiths  in  this  history  have  puzzled  me. 
After  checking  every  possible  source,  I  have  decided  that  one  of  the 
dates  is  inaccurately  recorded.  One  is  the  birth  date  of  John  Smith* 
the  first,  in  our  Bible  record.  It  reads,  "John  Smith  was  born  June 
29,  1743.  Mary  Coffee  was  bora  October  26,  1761.  The  above  are  the 
ages  of  the  father  and  mother  of  G.W.  Smith,  transcribed  from  an  old 
memoranda,"  Either  this  is  incorrect  or  date  of  the  marriage  of  Mary 
Beverley  and  Larkin  Chew  in  1733  may  have  been  recorded  wrong. 

Anyway,  my  solution  to  the  lineage  works  out  like  this.  In  the 
library  of  William  and  Mary  College,  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  second 
oldest  college  in  the  United  States,  I  found  first  records  of  Spott—

Sinoe  John  and  Morris  are  not  mentioned  as  tinder  guardianship  they 
probably  were  of  age.  No  record  is  given  of  Morris  from  this  time.  Mary, 
born  September  8,  1755,  married  ThomaB  Towles  (Stokeley)  of  Millbrook, 
Spott sylvan la  County.  Her  husband,  born  1750*  died  twelve  days  following 
her  death  May  6,  1813.

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CHAPTER  VI 
Lawrenoe  Smith 

Lawreno©  Smith,  brother  of  John,  who  owned  Purton,  spent  much  of 
hi*  time  in  surveying  and  exploring  new  lands  along  the  York  River  and 
the  rivers  to  the  north.  He  became  quite  prominent  in  the  period  be¬ 
fore  Bacon's  Rebellion. 

War  was  declared  against  the  Indians  by  the  Grand  Assembly  at  James¬ 
town  in  the  Fall  Session,  1674,  which  ended  March  1675*  For  added  pro¬ 
tection  the  Assembly  voted  to  establish  a  fort  near  the  falls  of  the  Rap- 
pahfl.no ch  River.  The  fort  was  established,  surveyed  and  engineered  by 
Lawrence  Smith  in  l679»  And  he  commanded  trained  men  of  Gloucester 
County  against  Bacon's  forces. 

Major  Lawrence  was  placed  in  charge  of  this  fort.  It  provided  men, 
who  were  well-armed  to  be  in  readiness  at  all  times  for  protection  against 
the  Indian  attacks.  Smith  was,  also,  required  to  station  two  hundred 
more  men  at  one  mile  intervals  from  the  river  extending  inland  one  mile. 
These  men  were  ready  to  march  twenty  miles  in  every  direction  from  the 
fort  when  the  drum  signal  sounded.  Major  Smith  demanded  martial  disci¬ 
pline  of  his  soldiers.  A  committee  of  three  including  himself  composed 
a  court  whloh  made  the  lavs  and  tried  all- oases  of  discipline  in  the  fort. 

I 

This  fort  was  the  beginning  of  Spottsylvania  County,  Virginia,  the 
first  church  being  at  "German*”  in  this  settlement.  Later,  in  1722,  the 
first  county  court  was  held  with  Lawrence  Smith's  son,  Augustine,  sworn 
in  a*  one  of  the  seven  magistrates.  23 

John  Smith,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Ann  Adkins  and  who  married  Lissie 
Marshall,  became  known  as  John  Smith  of  Riokahock.  From  his  inheritance, 
he  received  land  which  was  a  part  of  Fort  Royal  originally  purchased  by 
Roger  Marshall. 

At  this  time,  the  Washingtons,  the  Chews,  the  Beverleys,  the  Mar¬ 
shalls,  the  Brookes,  the  Towles,  the  Carter  Braxtons,  the  Standards,  the 
Carters,  the  Taliaferos,  the  Lightfoote  all  lived  along  the  banda  of  the 
rivers,  the  front  doors  of  their  plantation  homes  facing  the  river 
entranoes*

CEAPITS  TZl 
Pioneer# 


It  is  well  along  in  the  eighteenth  century,  the  tine  between 
1722  and  1750.  From  the  early  forts  to  the  plantation  home  °f  Ricka- 
hock,  the  Smith  families  represent  solid  citizens  y  ’ 

identity  of  each  member  presents  a  problem  that  is  difficult  to  solve. 

After  seven  years  of  constant  research,  part  of  the  Smith  story  r^sains 
•unraveled.  Numerous  John  Smith  families  have  been  carefully  screened. 

In  each  generation  names  of  all  members  in  the  various  families  stand 

out  individually  to  me. 

It  is  no  small  matter  to  pick  bits  of  family  history  from  hundred, 
of  records:  the  writer  usually  found  a  couple  of  lines  in  each  book.  0 
sometimes,  the  scanning  of  numbers  of  records  yielded  absolutely  nothing. 
Family  records  from  the  Bible  of  George  W,  Smith,  now  Carefully  preserved 
by  his  grandson,  A.G.  Long,  confirm  a  great  part  of  this  family 
For  John  Smith,  father  of  George  W. ,  was  bom  May  29,  1743.  Birth 
hie  wife,  Mary  Coffee,  nineteen  years  younger,  is  recorded  as  Ootober 

28,  1761. 

During  the  years  prior  to  the  American  Revolution,  life  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  reached  a  high  state,  socially.  Tobacco  trade  with  England 
brisk,  slave  labor  ran  the  plantations,  and  the  landowners  live*  a  life 
of  ease  and  plenty.  Sons  of  the  landed  gentry  were  either  educated  in 
England  or  by  nrivate  tutors.  The  finest  in  silks  and  satins  Jf®88®^ 
the  ladies;  the  great  homes  were  furnished  with  art  treasures  from  China, 

England  and  Europe, 

The  Carolinas,  Virginia's  neighbors,  also  boasted  of  their  wealth, 
end  social  atmosphere.  It  is  said  that  when  gentlemen  of  Carolina  visit- 
ed  a  "lady  fair"  in  Virginia,  they  arrived  in  the  finest 
ed  in  eye-catching  colors.  Four  to  six  horsemen  proceeded  the  owner  s 
carriage,  a  like  number  following.  Lavish  gestures  of 

gracious  bows  were  part  of  every  gentleman's  social  etiquette.  All  this 
produced  the  great  fanfare  of  colonial  society. 

Now,  whether  our  ancestor  John  Smith  rated  in  the  social  life

Beverleys,  Smiths  and  Chews  seems  to  be  overshadowed  by  the  politio 
life  of  the  men  in  the  family. 

Mary  Chew  and  John  Smith  had  ft  son,  John  Smith,  ^  J 
grandfather  of  George'  W.  Smith,  bom  1802.  George  W.  S^^asthree 

grandchildren  living  today:  A.G.  (Gill)  Long  °f,]f®w0^a*  ’ ^j!en 
Staith  Gilbert  and  Claude  Smith,  both  of  Gainsville,  Texas.  Other  children 
of  Mary  Chew  and  John  Smith  were  Mary,  Morris,  Elizabeth  and  Larkin. 
Larki7 Smith,  the  first,  named  for  his  grandfather  Larkin  Chew,  *ecan«  * 
Colonel  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  My  grandfather,  Larkin  Smith,  according 
to  family  tradition,  was  named  for  hi.  great-uncle,  a  tmoue  soldier. 

He,  the  third  Larkin  Smith,  a  great-nephew  of  the -a-w 
il4  names  were  connected,  this  history  and  that  of  the  Smiths  was  easier 
to^ll.  From  this  generation  to  the  cousins  of  today  the  nams.  of 
Mary,  Washington,  Elisabeth,  Mildred.  Sarah,  Nancy,  George,  Andrew,  John, 
Larkin,  oocrur  in  almost  every  family. 
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Ab  the  rugged  pioneers  of  Virginia  "began  the  "big  push  westward,  the 
frontier  of  1750  began  to  fade.  The  wilds  of  the  territories  "beyond  be¬ 
came  safer  for  those  who  could  withstand  the  hardships  and  the  Indian 
attacks.  Governor  Spottswood  first  blazed  the  trail  with  this  trans- 
noun  tain  men,  later  known  as  the  "Knights  of  the  Golden  Horseshoe," 

This  was  a  time  of  unrest,  political  and  religious  dissatisfaction* 
Virginians  were  quitting  the  Epsicopal  Church  (Church  of  England)  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Corruption  in  many  of  the  churches  and  the  failure 
to  supply  desirable  ministers,  partially  caused  this  religious  disturb¬ 
ance,  And  too,  the  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians,  new  in  America,  were 
striving  for  a  foothold  for  their  ohurch.  Evidence  of  this  is  found  in 
the  life  of  adjoining  King  William  and  King  and  Queen  counties,  the  Matti- 
pony  Elver  dividing  them.  Descendants  of  King  and  Queen  County  accepted 
the  Presbyterian  faith. 

The  consecrated  souls  who  lived  on  the  north  side  of  the  Mattipony 
River  in  King  and  Queen  County  were  deeply  religious.  The  luxury-loving 
people  of  King  William  remained  loyal  to  the  Church  of  England  and  en¬ 
joyed  the  high  sooial  life  of  the  English  rule. 

Not  only  was  there  unrest  in  the  Church j  unrest  was  everywhere* 

The  country  was  no  longer  new.  It  was  established.  The  new  land  had 
proven  itself.  More  and  larger  grants  of  land  were  obtainable.  _Men  were 
receiving  reward  for  service  in  the  Indian  campaigia  and. I'rench_and  Indr 
'Ian  War.  ~l>uch~oonTP6nea.tlon  meant ^Tand  farther  West.  As  population  in- 
creasecL7~fche~pioheer_sdhB-cleared  away  the  forests  and  settled  West  of  the 
1750  frontier.  And  land  conscious  frontiersmen  formed  companies  to  induce 
settlement  in  the  new  territory. 


Pioneer  trails  followed  the  wilderness  road  northwestward  to  the  Mon- 
gahela  Elver,  down  to  the  Ohio  in  boats,  and  then  down  the  Ohio.  Another 
pushed  through  the  Blueridge  at  Rockfish  Gap,  and  through  the  Alleghanies 
at  Buffalo  and  other  gaps. 


John  Smith  and  his  family  took  one  of  these  trails  as  he  moved  his 
family  west.  He,  as  did  others,  loaded  all  their  possessions  in  wagons 
and  oarts.  Land  trips  were  slow  as  much  of  the  trail  was  out  with  axes 
out  of  the  wilderness.  Hand-made  boats  and  rafts  supplied  transportation 
down  the  Ohio  Elver  and  other  rivers* 


The  one  treasured  possession,  in  all  families,  guarded  oarefully,  was 
the  family  Bible.  It  was  the  only  record  possible  in  those  days  of  iso¬ 
lated  existence.  Why 'couldn't  they  have  known  that  one  hundred  years  later/ 
family  data  would  be  priceless?  If  they  had,  I'm  sure  more  facts  would 
have  been  accurately  written  down. 

Obscure  and  indefinite  family  information  make  events  in  the  years 
immediately  before  and  after  the  American  Revolution  a  matter  of  pure 
guesswork.  Although  our  family  Bible  produces  on,  John  Smith,  born  in 
1743,  details  of  his  family  life  are  missing.  We  have  tried  to  piece - 
together  the  story  of  the  Smiths'  move  to  Tennessee. 
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Smiths,  Hioks  and  Coffees 


John  Smith,  son,  grandson  and  great-grandson  of  Lawrence  Smith  is 
found  next  in  North  Carolina.  24  Vaguely,  it  is  known  that  the  John 
Smiths  migrated  to  North  Carolina,  Wilks  County,  and  he  saw  Revolution^ 
ary  service  in  the  North  Carolina  Continental  lines.  _  _ 


— ”  Pacts  are  obscure  and  indefinite.  Nevertheless,  North  Carolina  re¬ 

warded  her  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Revolutionary  War  with  large 
grants  of  land  in  Tennessee,  a  part  of  North  Carolina  and  a  virtually  un— 
explored  new  country.  Here  the  American  patriots  of  the  Revolution  were^ 
welcomed,  _  _  _ _ _ _ _ _ , 

-  John  Smith  of  Virginia  and  his  wife  Mary  Coffee  “became  John  and  Mary 

Smith  of  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee.  When  they  came,  remains  in  the 
past.  The  Coffee  family  of  Tennessee  and  John  Coffee  who  left  Port  Pat¬ 
rick  Henry  on  the  Holston  River  with  John  Donaldson  in  1779 »  identify  the 
relationship.  Donaldson* s  trip  to  the  Prenoh  Salt  Spring  on  the  Oumbeiv 
land  was  the  first  organised  group  to  “brave  the  hardships  of  the  West. 
Donaldson* s  daughter,  Mary,  married  John  Coffee,  right  hand  man  to  Andrew 
Jackson  who  married  Raohel  Donaldson. 


James  Coffee  left  a  will  reoorded  in  Jefferson  County,  Tennessee, 
January  13,  1807.  The  will  reads t  five  dollars  to  each  of  his  daughters, 
Marget  Weir  and  Mary  Smithj  the  “bulk  of  his  estate  he  left  to  Robert 
Coffee,  his  son.  25 

Tennessee* s  first  cabin  appeared  in  17^9  near  the  Junction  of  Watauga 
River  in  upper  East  Tennessee  and  Boone’s  Creek.  26  Bean  built  the  oabin 
and  became  the  first  homesteader.  This  was  the  Wilderness  country  to 
which  John  Smith  chose  to  bring  his  wife  Mary. 


Here  George  Washington  Smith,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Smith,  was  born 
in  1802,  The  country  was  new.  It  was  a  new  era.  It  was  America,  an 
independent  nation,  twenty-one  years  old.  Colonial  life,  British  rule, 
and  church  dictatorship  had  been  swept  away.  Preedom  and  opportunity 
shook  hands  with  the  pioneers,  oitizens  of  Amerioa. 


On  they  came,  always  Westward.  The  pioneer  spirit  of  Smith  people 
ever  urged  them  on,  generation  after  generation.  Prom  England  to  Virginia 
Colony;  from  Virginia  to  North  Carolina;  from  there  to  East  Tennessee  they 
moved.  Land  could  be  had  for  praotioally  the  prloe  of  homesteading.  The 
pay-off  came  in  developing  and  settling  the  new  state.

Peter 
Coffee  bought  two  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  on  Vaughn’s  Creek, 
September  20,  1748.  Joshua  Coffee,  his  son,  married  Elizabeth  Graves. 
They  became  parents  of  John  Ooffee,  later  General  Coffee,  brother— in— lew 
of  President  Jackson.  Possibly  Joshua's  brother,  James  was  the  father  of 
Mary  Ooffee  who  married  John  Smith.

Warren  County,  Tennessee,  Included  land  between  the  Tennessee  River 
on  the  east  and  extending  to  the  Duck  River  on  the  southwest.  A  treaty 
with  the  Cherokee  Indians  opened  the  land  for  the  white  settlers.  The 
first  county  organization  developed  Novemeber  26,  1807,  when  a  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  creaty  a  new  oounty  from  White.  Warren  County's  first 
courthouse  was  built  in  1810  in  McMinnville,  the  oounty  center. 

Mr.  T.J.  Barnes,  a  well-known  historian  of  that  section,  often  fur¬ 
nishes  facts  to  people  concerning  their  ancestry  and  family  lineage.  He, 
readily,  helped  the  writer  in  accumulating  knowledge  of  the  Smiths  and 
related  families  in  Warren  County, 

George  W.  Smith  and  relatives  whom  we  assume  were  his  father,  John, 
and  his  father's  brother  or  nephew,  Larkin  Smith,  settled  here  as  early 
as  1818.  When  they  came,  the  country  was  a  wilderness.  Only  hardy  pion¬ 
eers  could  cut  their  way  through  the  uninhabited  country  with  axes. 

Some  of  the  persistent  souls  literally  chopped  out  roads  through  the 
forests.  Such  a  group  included  our  ancestors!  the  Smiths. 

The  Smiths,  Tittles,  Baileys,  Martins,  Hicks,  Coffees,  Gunters, 
Burgers,  and  Kerseys  settled  near  Short  Mountain,  ten  miles  northwest  of 
McMinnville  on  Tittle  Creek,  now  known  as  Mountain  Creek.  When  they 
came  to  Warren  County,  the  ground  was  oovered  with  a  tall  cane-like 
grasB.  Cleaning  these  cane-brakes  and  cutting  down  forest  timber  proved 
to  be  the  greatest  task  of  the  Tennessee  settlers.  Nevertheless,  gmall 
tracts  of  cultivated  lands  in  the  valleys  and  on  the  hillsides  eventually 
took  the  plane  of  tall  cane  and  timber, 

Larkin  and  John  Smith,  brothers,  probably  reoeived  land  in  Warren 
Oounty  for  Revolutionary  service.  Here  they  built  homes  of  logs,  cut 
from  their  own  land  and  sawed  into  shape  by  their  own  labor.  Neighbors 
visited  neighbors,  attending  the  early  churches  and  endured  the  pioneer 
hardships.  The  Smiths,  at  this  time,  were  staunch  Presbyterians.  They 
wore  known  as  Dissenters  in  Virginia  beoause  they  disapproved  of  the 
Dpieoopal  Ohuroh,  Stern,  hardly,  persevering  people,  the  family  re mail*, 
ed  loyal  Presbyterians  until  some  of  the  daughters  ohanged  for  the  oreed 
of  their  husbands.  Later,  many  members  of  the  Smith  family  went  into 
Methodist,  Baptist,  Christian  and  other  Protestant  churches. 

George  W.  Smith,  son  of  John  Smith,  grew  into  manhood  in  Warren 
County.  He  built  his  life  on  the  principles  of  right  and  religious  faith. 
Young  ladies,  also,  grew  up  in  the  county  near  Warren  Oity,  their  trad- 
ing  o enter.  One  was  Mary  Hioks,  called  "Polly,"  the  customary  nickname 
for  Mary  in  those  days,  Romance  flourished  in  this  community.  Mary 
Hicks  and  George  W.  Smith  were  married  in  a  traditional  home  wedding, 
January  9,  1823.  Mary's  father  signed  his  name  on  the  marriage  oerti— 
fioate,  M.  Hicks.  He  didn't  know  that  his  full  name  would  have  meant  se 
much  in  the  a ear oh  for  data,  more  than  a  hundred  years  later. 

Three  families  named  Hioks  lived  near  the  Smiths  and  Tittles.  They 
were  William,  Henry  and  Archibald  Hioks.  Archibald  Hiok's  daughter 
Hannah  Blanton  Hicks  married  Samuel  E.  Burger,  None  of  these  have  the 
initial  "M",  but  nevertheless  Warren  County  census  of  1850,  gives!

Relatives  verify  that  there  was  also  a  daughter,  Parilee 
Names  mean  muoh  to  one  delving  Into  genealogy.  For  family  names  link  the 
present  with  the  past.  My  great-aunt  was  Parilee  Smith,  daughter  of 
John  W.  Smith,  who  was  the  son  of  Mary  (Polly)  Hioks  and  George  W.  Smith. 
Mrs.  Mattie  Fuller  in  Tennessee,  thought  that  one  of  the  Smiths  or  Tittles 
married  Parilee  Hioks.  At  least,  the  name  stayed  with  the  Smith  family. 


Mary  and  George  W.  Smith  of  Warren  County,  Tennessee,  even  in  the 
early  days  were  not  alone  with  the  family  name  of  Smith.  In  the  1B20 
oensus  of  Warren  County,  twenty-two  families  cheoked  as  Smiths.  Two  or 
more  were  George  W.  Smith  and  several  hy  the  name  of  John  Smith  and  the 
Larkin  Smith  family  lived  in  the  same  area. 


Even  with  this  complication,  our  own  Smith  line  is  traced  fairly 
accurately.  The  fusion  of  the  pure  English  blood  of  the  Smiths  in  Viiw 
ginla*  the  German  anoeetry  of  Mary  Hiok§t  an4  the  Sootch-Irleh  of  t  e 
Tittles,  make  these,  my  Mother's  people,  a  hybrid  variety.

George  W.  Snith  Family 
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CHAP7ZR  IX 
The  Tittles 

With  the  early  background  established  accurately  aa  it  ia  possible 
by  old  deeds,  letters  and  Revolutionary  history  the  Smiths  and  Tittlea 
hereafter  is  a  matter  of  reoord  in  several  Btates  and  oounties* 

Living  adjoining  to  the  Smiths  were  the  Tittle  families.  John  Tittle 
was,  presumably,  the  first  one.  Governor  Willie  Blount  of  Tennessee 
signed  a  land  grant  No.  5925  for  him  in  July  1810.  Catherine,  wife  of 
John,  was  made  administrator  of  his  estate,  1817.  From  thie  time  until 
now  the  Tittle  families  are  synonymous  with  Tennessee  history.  Their  en- 
tranoe  to  America  oame  when  three  brothers  voyaged  from  England  in  1?60. 

In  England,  Peter  Tittle  must  have  said  something  like  this  to  hia 
brother si 


"America,  the  new  oolony,  is  the  place  to  go.  You  worship  as 

you  please}  settlers  are  welcome}  freedom  it  there," 

Then,  imagine  George's  answer  or  maybe  Harry  agreed  with: 

"That  is  right J  We'll  start  with  the  next  group  of  American*- 

bound  adventurers." 

Peter  Tittle  came  with  his  brothers,  George  and  Henry,  to  the  wild¬ 
erness  of  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania  in  1760.  He  took  hia  land  on 
the  banks  of  small  Creek  Nine  Mile  River  and  lived  there  until  death. 

He  was  a  great  Indian  fighter  who  made  a  reputation  for  himself 
during  the  French  and  Indian  wars.

The  brothers,  George  and  Henry,  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  George  seemed  to  be  the  most  prosperous  as  he  lists  more  projv- 
erty  according  to  the  Pennsylvania  tax  lists.

NeverthelesB,  John  Tittle  and  Peter  Tittle  were  first  to  te 
mentioned  in  the  history  and  records  of  Warren  County  Tennessee. 

As  we  mentioned  before,  the  Hicks,  Tittles,  Smiths  and  Coffees 
lived  in  one  community  near  Short  Mountain.  The  creek  on  which  they  had 
settled  is  ten  miles  northwest  of  McMinnville,  Tennessee,  between  Smith- 
ville  and  McMinnville.  It  was  originally  known  as  Tittle  Creek,  brut  at 
the  present  time  is  called  Mountain  Creek  bu  the  poeple  in  that  area.  The 
tradition  has  been  that  Anthony  Tittle,  senior,  a  Revolutionary  sold^ 
under  General  Jackson,  was  buried  in  one  of  the  old  cemeteries  near  Smith- 
ville.  However,  a  se&roh  waa  made  without  finding  the  grave  marker.  A 
great  many  of  the  bodies  were  removed  with  the  beginning  of  work  by  the 
Tennessee  Valley  Authority.  Large  families  were  reared  in  those  4*7®* 

Ten  children  or  more  in  a  family  waB  usual  rather  than  exceptional.  Trie 
Smiths  and  the  Tittles  had  the  average  else,  ten  to  fiften  in  number. 

Family  life  was  built  around  the  Bible,  family  prayers,  oontentment 
and  hard  work.  The  Tittle,  Smith,  Hicks,  Ooffe#  and  Adams  families  were 
true  pioneers.

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CHAPTER  X 

Anthony  Tittle  of  Virginia  and  Tennessee 

Anthony  Tittle,  presumably  the  son  or  grandson  of  George  Tittle, 
one  of  the  three  brothers  who  came  from  England  to  America  in  1?60, 
lired  on  Goblintown  Creek  in  Virginia,  In  1777,  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War,  he  built  a  grist  mill  on  this  oreek.  Here  he  established 
a  large  farm  which  made  a  comfortable  living  for  his  family.  This 
farm  was  located  on  both  sides  of  Goblintovm  Creek  adjoining  Thomas 
Morrow.  29 

"Anthony  Tittle  bought  on  April  5,  1786  -  201  acres  on  Goblintovn 
Creek  adjoining  land  of  Foley,  Harbour,  eto."  30  In  1801,  William 
Shays  bought  land  adjoining  Anthony  Tittle's  land.  Goblintown  Creek  is 
in  Patrick  County,  Virginia,  as  it  was  formed  from  Henry  County  in  1791. 
^.he  grist  mill  furnished  meal  and  flour  for  the  family  table  and  accomo— 
dated  his  neighbors  who  needed  servioe  of  this  kind.  31 

Judging  from  the  numerous  legal  transactions  recorded  in  the  court 
house  he  stood  up  for  his  rights.  And  his  rights  seemed  to  be  justified 
as  the  court  oases  were  either  won  by  him  or  dismissed.

Trom  the  Index,  the  names  of  George  Tittle,  Anthony  Tittle,  Samuel 
Tittle,  David  Tittle  and  Peter  Tittle,  are  found.  All  take  their  place* 
a  few  years  later  with  our  relatives  in  Warren  County,  Tennessee,  The 
Chancery  record  shows  that  Anthony  Tittle 9  the  father,  settled  on  Gohliiv* 
town  Creek.  Through  the  deeds  we  assume  the  others  hy  the  name  of 
Tittle  were  his  son*.  3^ 

These  men  are  examples  of  the  pioneers  who  gave  our  country  it* 
freedom.  The  Tittles  were  German  in  origin.  However,  they  spent  ““7 
years  in  England  before  they  came  to  Amerioa  before  the  Revolutionary  war. 
They  were  thrifty,  successful  landowners  and  owned  many  slaves. 

In  the  old  deed  books  in  Warren  County,  Tennessee,  Adam  and  Haney 
Tittle  sold  ft  *Nigger  galM  named  Kellie  to  Peter  Adams  in  1821*  Many*  lftnd 
transactions  recorded  in  Warren  County  show  that  Adam,  George,  Anthony, 
David,  Peter,  John,  William  -  all  were  prominent  people  there.

}ife  °f  Andr0w  S^ith,  son  of  George  W.  Smith,  I  find  that 
tne  Smith  families  moved  to  Georgia  in  I835.  The  Anthony  Tittle  family 
must  have  located  there  the  following  year.  It  was  at  this  time  many 
lamllies  in  Tennessee  moved  westward  to  Georgia.  The  Land  Lottery  Grants 
were  given  for  the  settlement  of  Georgia  during  this  period.  So  they 
moved  on,  from  Tennessee  to  Dade  County,  Georgia. 


Here  they  settled  at  the  foot  of  Lookout  Mountain,  a  beaut iful  valley 
where,  in  later  years,  Amerioan  soldiers  fought  eaoh  other  to  preserve 
their  country  as  a  unit.  John  Smith  brought  his  family  to  Cave  Creek, 
Walker  County,  Georgia;  Andy  Hicks  and  Thomas  Adams  settled  at  Rock  Springs, 
and  the  Tittles  took  land  in  Dade  County,  Georgia  and  Hamilton  County, 
Tennessee,  which  included  the  present  sight  of  Chattanooga. 

The  Smiths,  John  Smith  who  married  Mary  Coffee;  and  their  son  George 
W.,  husband  of  Mary  (Polly)  Hicks,  established  their  new  frontier  homes 
at  the  head  spring  of  Wouhatchie  near  Ross  Landing.  Roseville  in  Dade 
County,  Georgia,  now  marks  the  settlement.  Also,  it  is  one  of  the  memoir 
able  battle  fields  Just  outside  Chattanooga. 


When  the  Tittle,  Smith,  Hicks  and  Adams  families  pioneered  the  area 
only  two  log  houses  stood  to  welcome  them  to  the  Indian  country.  Mrs. 
Mattie  Puller  (nee  Mattie  Tittle),  daughter  of  John,  told  me  when  I  visit- 
ed  her  in  1951  that  the  present  site  of  the  city  of  Chattanooga  was  oall- 
ed  Crossroads"  in  the  early  days.  Her  father,  John,  with  his  father. 
William,  and  mother,  "Polly",  and  brothers  and  sisters,  Peter,  David, 
George.  Nancy  and  younger  children,  Ervin,  Elizabeth,  Lydia  and  Anthony 
(twins),  and  the  baby,  William,  owned  4,000  acres  of  land,  including 
all  of  the  Chattanooga,  Tennessee  and  Dade  County,  Georgia,  corner. 

Living  as  neighbors  on  the  frontier  drew  people  close  together  in  family 
ties  and  relationships.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  Tittles,  Hioks, 
Adams,  Smiths  and  Coffees  had  lived  a  neighbors  in  East  Tennessee.  More¬ 
over  most  of  them  had'  come  across  the  mountains  in  North  Carolina  from 
Virginia  shortly  before  or  immediately  after  the  Revolutionary  War.  mvi* 
Coffee  family  seemed  to  have  remained  in  East  and  Middle  Tennessee.  But 
this  is  logical  since  John  Coffee  became  the  right  hand  man  of  President 
Andrew  Jackson.  I«m  sure  they  are  the  same  family,  descendants  of 
Joshua  and  Elizabeth  Coffee  of  Virginia. 


The  four  families.  Tittle,  Hicks,  Adams  and  Smith,  rugged  pioneers 
as  they  were,  knew  the  art  of  living  from  the  soil  and  established  their 
standards  in  the  fertile  valley  shadowed  by  Lookout  Mouhtain. 

Thomas  Adams,  who,  with  Andy  Hicks,  settled  at  Rock  Springs,  was 
a  descendant  of  the  AdamB  family  of  Massachusetts.  I  have  searched  for

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CHAPTER  XI 

Tittle,  Smith,  Hicks,  Adams 

The  pioneers  of  last  and  Middle  Tennessee,  now  became  the  pioneere 
of  west  Tennessee,  Dade  and  Walker  Counties,  Georgia,  William  Tittle 
and  Mary  (Polly)  Adams,  his  wife,  brought  their  children  John,  Peter 
Adams,  David,  George,  Nancy,  Erwin,  Elizabeth,  Lydia,  Anthony  and  Wili¬ 
am  (Billy)  Jefferson  to  the  place  now  known  as  Wildwood,  Georgia.  The 
.Land  and  homeplaoe  was  near  the  old  Paris  Cemetery,  where  many  members 
of  the  Tittle  family  are  buried. 

.  J?kn  Httle  and  his  brother,  Peter  Adams,  married  sisters,  Mary 
(Polly)  and  Sarah  (Sallie)  Martin,  daughters  of  Tovenar  Martin,  another 
prominent  name  and  one  of  the  early  settlers.  The  two  couples  were  mar¬ 
ried  in  a  double  wedding  ceremony,  John  and  Pollyj  Peter  Adams  and  Sally. 


Mrs.  Mattie  Byrd  of  Mannsville,  Oklahoma,  told  me  her  grandfather 
was  Peter  Adams  Tittle.  She  said,  "I  can  see  him  now  walking  down  the 
road.  He  had  piercing  black  eyes  and  black  hair.  He  was  Just  "pretty" 
to  look  at.  In  his  later  years  his  hair  was  snow  white,  with  those 
black  eyes,  he  was  a  handsome  figure." 


(  The  farm  where  his  children  grew  to  adulthood  was  in  Walker  County, 
Georgia,  adjoining  Dade  County  and  Hamilton  County,  the  little  town  of 
LaPayette,  the  postoffioe.  Mrs.  Byrd  talked  about  their  valley  opposite 
Lookout  Mountain  and  she  remembered  stories  of  "Bloody  Pond"  between 
Chattanooga  and  their  place,  named  so  beoause  the  Civil  War  soldiers 
fought  one  of  the  bloodiest  battles  there  and  the  water  of  the  pond 
turned  red  with  their  blood.

at  Hook#r  Switoh*  Today  it  is  Wildwood,  Georgia.  Here 
John  Tittle  built  his  house  of  large  logs  from  his  farm.  The  house, 
new  105  years  old,  is  still  standing  and  occupied  by  his  youngest  daughter 
Mrs.  Mattie  Puller.  My  visit  with  her  in  1951  was  most  interesting. 

Sweet,  beautiful,  kind  and  gracious,  she  was  as  I  introftuoed  myself  that 
early  morning  in  April.  She  took  me  into  the  large  living  room  where 
members  of  the  John  Tittle  family  for  many  generations  had  entertained 
and  visited  with  their  friends  and  relations.  The  largest  fireplace  I»re 
ever  seen  recessed  the  greater  part  of  one  wall.  Prom  the  days  when  all 
oooking  was  done  on  the  coals  burned  there,  it  had  served  this  family 
well.  Now,  in  the  days  of  easier  living,  with  natural  gas,  most  of  the 
opening  had  been  oloaed  to  cover  only  the  circumference  of  the  stove*

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Mrs.  Puller  chatted  enthusiastically  about  her  family,  things  ehe 
had.  seen,  instanoes  that  had  been  told  to  her.  Her  grandfather's 
families,  both  the  William  Tittle  family  and  the  Tovernar  Martins  lived 
near,  the  Martins  Just  down  the  road;  the  Tittles  over  the  hill.  In¬ 
teresting  to  me  was  the  fact  that  her  Mother,  Mrs.  John  Tittle,  served 
food  to  both  the  Union  and  Confederate  soldiers  when  they  were  fighting 
for  their  lives  and  their  country. 


She  said,  "Why,  they  fought  all  over  the  hill  Just  back  of  the 
house.  If  the  Union  soldiers  were  oamped  there,  she  fed  them}  if  the 
Confederates  drove  them  out,  they  reoeived  the  same  home  cooking  and 
favors. " 


Many  inoidents  Mattie  Fuller  recalled.  One  she  said  was  told  to 
her  by  friends  who  had  passed  on.  This  concerned  her  grandfather  Martin 
who  lived  alone  during  the  War.  They  expected  a  battle  to  be  fought 
that  particular  evening.  Some  of  the  young  ladies  wanted  to  go  up  and 
keep  him  company  during  the  battle.  He  thought  it  unnecessary.  So,  the 
oannons  roared,  the  guns  blasted  all  around  his  house.  He  wouldn't  leave. 
The  next  morning  found  him  safe,  hale  and  hearty.  His  reaction  was  that 
I  "no  guns  would  run  him  out  of  his  home." 


Mrs.  Fuller's  grandparents,  the  William  Tittles,  father  and  mother 
of  John,  passed  away  rather  suddenly  during  a  virus  epidemio,  sometime 
after  1850  as  the  U.S.  Census  gives  William  Tittle  -  age  59  -  birthdaoe 
Virginia  -  "Polly"  (Mary)  hi.  -if.  -  age  51  -  Mrthpl^.,'  nrglnhT 
Hendricks,  Lydia  Tittle's  daughter,  of  Roby,  Texas,  reiterated  this.  She 
said  that  Unole  George  Tittle  oame  for  her  and  her  younger  brother,  Billy 
and  took  them  to  Alabama  to  live  with  him  when  their  parents  passed  a-  * 
way. 


John  and  Polly  Ann  (Mary)  Martin  Tittle's  children  were!  Ellen,  M. 
Steele,  August  11,  died  1950}  Cynthia  M.  McGill;  Sallie,  M.  Cole;  Florenoe 
M.  Carroll;  Laura  M.  MoCauley;  Mattie,  M.  Fuller;  William;  Tom;  Richard; 
Washington;  and  James  Tovenar. 


John  Tittle's  brother  George  moved  to  Alabama  where  later  he  raised 
his  younger  brother  Bill  and  sister  Lydia.  George  Tittle  married  Aim 
Foster.  Their  children  were:  Billie,  M.  Shiver;  Green,  M.  Miss  Jonesl 
Charles,  M.  Miss  Nesbitt;  "Babe",  M.  William  Foster;  "Shag",  M.  Jim 
Meadows;  Ann,  M.  George  Pascal.

David  Tuttle,  another  older  member  of  the  William  Tittle  family, 
married  Margaret  Nabors  and  settled  in  Hamilton  County,  Tennessee.  He 
has  a  number  of  descendants  living  in  Chattanooga  and  the  vicinity,  to¬ 
day.  The  I85O  Hamilton  County  oensus  giveB  him  as  33  years  of  age 
blrthplaoe,  Tennessee.  His  wife,  Margaret,  was  28  at  that  time.  They 
had  two  children  -  Washington,  4  and  Delilha,  2. 


The  older  brothers,  George,  John,  Peter  Adams,  David  -  all  had  a 
great  part  in  the  early  history  of  Tennessee.  Nanoy  Tittle,  the  oldest 
girl,  my  great-grandmother,  married  John  W.  Smith  in  Dade  County, 
Georgia,  1844.  The  1850  oensus  lists  Brvem  -  age  20  -  b.  1830;  Iydia 
and  Anthony  -  age  11  -  b.  1839 I  Elizabeth  -  age  16  -  b.  1834;  and  Billy 
(William  Jefferson),  age  5  -  b.  184^5.  Mr.  Charlie  Foster,  son  of  Lydia, 
of  Athens,  Georgia,  wrote  me  that  one  of  the  daughters  married  a  Mr. 

May.  He  reoalled  that  their  daughter  Mary  May  visited  them  at  one  time. 
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This  is  all  the  information  found  on  her  and  none  do  I  have  on  the 
brother,  Ervern. 

Lydia  married  Green  Foster,  a  brother  of  Ann,  who  married  George 
Tittle.  Her  daughter,  Mrs.  Jennie  Hendricks  of  Roby,  Texas,  lovingly 
told  of  her  Mother,  Father  and  their  six  children!  Lewis  Foster,  Jeff, 
Race,  Charlie,  Virginia  (Jennie)  and  Elsie.  Charlie,  her  brother, 
wrote  that  his  Mother,  Lydia  Tittle,  was  widowed  when  very  young.  She 
had  her  six  children  to  raise.  She  was  one  of  the  finest  weavers  of 
cloth  in  the  South,  being  able  to  weave  with  thirteen  treadles. 

The  youngest  child  in  the  William  Tittle  family  was  Billy.  He 
went  to  live  with  his  brother,  George,  in  Alabama  after  the  death  of 
his  parents.  Later  he  lived  with  his  sister,  Lydia,  who  married  Green 
Foster.  He  attended  old  Franklin  College  in  Georgia  then  went  to 
Roanoke,  Alabama,  where  he  taught  school. 

His  son,  Lue  Easka,  gave  me  the  William  Jefferson  (Billy)  family 
information.  He  now  lives  in  Roanoke,  Alabama.  Lue  Tittle* s  father, 
William  Jefferson  Tittle  married  Mary  Ellen  Foster,  daughter  of 
Charlie  Foster,  brother  to  Green.  Their  children  are!  Charlie  L.  M. 
Mattie  Profittj  George,  M.  Fannie  Harper;  Arthur,  single;  John  David, 

M.  Pearl  Perkey;  and  Lue  Easka,  single. 

From  the  lineage  of  the  William  Tittle  family,  one  would  come  to 
a  few  conclusions  after  delving  into  family  history  of  more  than  one 
hundred  years  ago.  Three  of  the  older  brothers,  David,  John  and  Peter 
Adams,  chose  to  remain  in  Tennessee  and  Georgia  where  their  parents 
had  taken  early  land  grants.  George  located  in  the  neighboring  state 
of  Alabama.  As  he  took  charge  of  the  younger  children,  after  the  death 
of  their  parents,  it  is  natural  that  the  families  would  remain  dose  to¬ 
gether. 

George  and  Lydia  married  Ann  Foster  and  Green  Foster,  brother  and 
sister,  Billy  married  their  nieoe,  Mary  Ellen  Foster,  daughter  of 
Charlie.  In  this  way,  the  three  were  linked  by  intermarriages.  Lika- 
wise,  John  and  Peter  Adams  Tittle  married  the  Martin  sisters,  Mary  and 
Sarah,  This  brought  two  more  of  the  families  closer  in  thoughts  and 
living  standards.  David  remained  in  Hamilton  County,  near  Peter 
John. 


But  Nancy,  the  oldest  daughter,  married  John  V.  Smith,  son  of 
George  W.  Smith  and  "Polly"  (Mary)  Hicks  and  a  few  years  later  left  her 
brothers  and  sisters  to  move  to  Texas,  almost  a  foreign  country  in  those 
days. 
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CHAPTER  XII 


Nancy  Tittle  and  John  Smith 

Teenage  Nanoy  Tittle  now  began  to  n accept  company"  from  John  W. 

Smith,  the  son  of  the  Tittles*  neighbors,  George  W.  Smith,  The  fam¬ 
ilies  had  moved  from  Warren  County,  Tennessee  about  1839,  as  was  men¬ 
tioned  above.  Some  of  the  families  settled  in  Hamilton  County,  Tenn¬ 
essee  and  some  in  Dade  County,  Georgia.  This  part  of  Georgia,  Alabama, 
and  Tennessee  was  opened  to  settlement  during  the  years  1825  to  1840, 

The  pioneering  spirit  of  the  Smiths  and  Tittles  and  the  desire  for 
larger  grants  of  land  had  urged  them  on  to  the  new  westward  settlements, 

George  W.  Smith,  according  to  the  families  listed  on  the  same  page 
of  the  1840  census  of  Hamilton  County,  Tennessee,  had  as  neighbors  Will¬ 
iam  Fryar,  George  Frazier,  JesBe  Smith,  Hampton  L.  Walker  and  Hugh  Mo- 
Gill.  George  Smith  and  Mary  Hicks  Smith,  Mb  wife,  had  several  children, 
at  this  time,  John  W.  being  the  oldest.  Likewise,  the  Tittles,  William 
and  Polly  Adams  Tittle  had  four  boys  and  a  daughter  Nancy,  now  pr  act  lolly  ^ 
grown.  The  two  families  had  mosd  to  this  new  frontier  and  had  taken 
large  land  grants,  usually  three  or  four  thousand  acres  in  one  tract. 

Thus  it  was  that  the  Tittles  and  the  two  Smith  families,  George  W.  and 
his  father  John,  owned  a  huge  amont  of  land  in  the  comers  of  the  three 
states  of  Georgia,  Alabama  and  Tennessee. 


In  1844,  John  W.  Smith  was  21  years  of  age  and  Nanoy  Tittle,  hie 
sweetheart  was  20.  They  were  married  that  year  in  Dade  County,  Georgia, 
establishing  their  home  on  the  homestead  of  John's  family. 

After  a  few  years  they  began  to  hear  of  the  gold  in  California  and 

tales  of  vast  riches  and  land  for  those  who  ventured  West.  Texas,  now 
an  Independent  state,  beckoned  settlers.  Land  oould  be  had  for  a  song. 
Fifty  cents  an  acre  was  high  in  those  days.  Everywhere  in  the  south, 
people  were  talking  of  "going  to  Texas."  Then  many  began  to  sell  their 
property  and  move  to  Texas.  Stories  of  the  gold  that  was  waiting  for 
them  proved  too  much  for  the  Smiths.  They  began  to  plan  their  trip  West. 

By  1847,  the  Smiths  were  forming  a  wagon  train,  the  Smith  Wagon 
Train,  forty— five  wagons  in  all.  •  It  included  the  sons  and  daughters  with 
their  families  and  many  nei^ibos  who  had  become  interested  in  the  fabu¬ 
lous  tales  of  gold  and  land  in  th®  Vest.  Some  of  the  Adams  families 
Joined  the  long  overland  trek.  Unole  Charley  Stout,  who  later  married 
Lavine  Smith,  came  along  with  ^he  wagon  train. 
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Each  family  loaded  his  personal  possessions  into  one  or  more  wagons 
with  the  various  members  scheduled  to  take  turns  at  driving*  Oxen  moved 
the  wagons  while  milk  cows  and  mules  followed  each  wagon*  Acoording  to 
previous  planning,  women  and  children  rode  inside,  the  men  carefully 
guarding  the  outside.  Indians  were  still  a  threat  to  anyone  venturing 
out  into  the  wilds  of  the  uninhabited  country.  These  were  real  pioneejv 
ing  men  and  women,  staunch,  sturdy  and  courageous. 

At  last  the  day  came  when  the  wagon  train  of  Smiths  was  to  take 
leave  of  their  friends  and  remaining  relatives.  Nancy  Tittle  Smith  said 
goodbye  to  her  mother,  father,  sister,  brothers  and  two  grandmothers, 

Mrs.  Lydia  Tittle  and  Mrs.  Fancy  Adams,  who  lived  with  her  son,  Isaac. 

She  never  saw  them  again. 

It  was  early  morning.  Nancy  and  her  husband,  John,  on  the  eve  of 
their  departure,  had  spent  the  night  with  her  parents,  William  and  "Polly11 
Tittle,  Lydia,  a  younger  sister,  remembered  this  night  years  later  when 
she  told  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Hendricks,  about  her  sister  Nancy.  She  t&- 
called  with  sadness t 

n Sister  Nanoy  married  John  Smith.  She  was  Just  a  girl  when 
they  left  Tennessee.  I  remember  well  the  morning  they  left  for 
Texas.  They  had  two  children,  one  a  small  baby.  When  Nancy 
picked  the  baby  up  off  the  bed,  the  outline  of  the  little  body 
remained  imprinted  on  the  feather  bed." 

She  continued: 

"I  cried  and  begged  them  to  leave  the  print  of  the  baby 
there. B 

So  Nancy  bid  goodbye  to  her  family  that  early  morning  in  1847  ad¬ 
joined  her  husband,  John  W.  Smith,  his  father  and  mother,  George  W.  and 
"Polly"  (Mary),  their  children  and  other  relatives  and  friends  in  the 
Smith  Wagon  Train,  destination  Texas  and  California.  I  wonder  if  Nancy 
Tittle  felt  as  Ruth  did  in  the  Bible  story: 

"Whither  thou  goest,  I  will  go,  Where  thou  lodgest,  I  will  v 
lodge,  Thy  people  shall  be  my  people,  and  thy  God,  my  God." 

In  those  days  when  you  started  on  a  trip,  you  didn’t  leave  at  a  ceav 
tain  time  and  reach  your  Journey’ a  end  at  a  certain  time*  You  left  when 
you  had  everything  packed  in  the  wagons  and  ready  to  go  and  wondered  if 
you  would  ever  reach  your  destination.  This  was  the  case  with  the  Smiths, 
For  a  year  or  more  they  had  been  making  wagons  and  ammunition  in  prepare- 
tion  for  the  long  journey.  They  sold  their  land  in  Tennessee  and  Georgia 
and  carefully  hid  the  money  in  various  wallets  and  bags,  for  it  must  buy 
land  in  the  new  oountry.  Speoifio  planB  and  routes  were  worked  out  dull¬ 
ing  the  year  of  preparation.  Arrangements  had  to  be  made  to  take  care 
of  the  children  on  the  long  trip  as  each  family  consisted  of  from  two 
to  ten  people.  John  W.  Smith  and  Nancy  had  two  children  at  this  time, 
George  W.  and  "Polly"  still  had  several  of  their  ten  children  unmarried. 
The  married  sons  had  chosen  to  follow  their  father  to  Texas.  They  were 
John  W.  and  wife  Nanoy,  Francis  Marion  and  family,  and  Uncle  Eliab  and 
wife  Dicy.  The  younger  children  were:  Andrew  Jaokson  Smith,  Isabelle. 

B. ,  Eveline  Levine,  Oinderilla,  Virginia  Adeline,  Gerome  M.  and  Carrol 
H.  (Hamilton),  the  baby. 

Wagon  trains  to  Texas  and  California  In  those  days  were  not  unus¬ 
ual.  However,  the  Smith  Tradif  was  differfcnt  airto- Its  size.  Forty-five 
wagons  drawn  by  oxen  moved  a  small  community  across  half  a  nation.  The 
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trip  was  long  and  arduous.  Two  years  passed  while  the  Smiths  and  their 
friends  were  on  the  way.  Sometimes  it  looked  as  if  they  would  never 
reach  the  end.  Months  would  pass  when  they  had  to  camp  on  river  "banks 
waiting  for  rivers  swollen  from  hank  to  hank  to  drop  and  the  wagons  could 
cross.  On  the  way  much  time  had  to  he  spent  repairing  wagons  and  making 
ammunition.  The  wagons  would  break  down  over  the  rough  trails  and  the 
ammunition  was  exhausted  from  time  to  time,  — 


Andrew  Smith  remembered  the  story  about  his  brother  ELiab  and 
family  and  told  it  to  his  daughter  a  good  many  years  later.  Uncle  Eliab 
(Eli)  and  his  family  happened  to  be  the  last  wagons  of  the  train.  They 
had  the  usual  number  of  horses  and  cows  following.  On  this  particular 
morning,  enroute  instruction  were  given  concerning  a  oertain  turn  in  the 
road.  This  was  in  the  Arkansas  Territory  as  they  were  proceeding  West. 
Tbe  wagon  train  was  scheduled  to  make  a  Teft  turn  to  Texas#  Uncle  Eli 
took  the  right  turn  and  went  on  to  California, 

"We  didn't  miss  him  until  we  camped  that  night.  We 
waited  and  waited  for  him  to  show  up.  Charlie  Stout  and 
some  of  the  men  rode  back  a  piece  to  look  for  him.  They 
didn't  find  him  bo  there  was  nothing  to  do  but  to  go  on 
without  this  family,"  Andrew  said. 


Months  or  years  later,  perhaps,  Unole  Eli  was  looated  in  California. 

Ee  had  taken  the  right  turn  to  California.  He  is  buried  in  Grass  Valley,  / 
California  -  a  pioneer,  ^

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CHAPTER  XIII 
Rusk  County,  Texas 

Trails  to  Texas  in  1849  led  travelers  through  Arkansas  and  Louisiana. 
The  prize  for  enduring  the  hardships  and  dangers  was  land  and  more  land* 
Land  sold  for  $100  a  Vioadrifcht  (4*428  acres)  and  most  of  the  land  with 
running  water  on  it  usually  brought  50(#  to  $1.00  per  acre. 

The  usual  procedure  followed  by  the  settlers  was  the  selection  of 
the  land.  The  surveyor  would  then  take  the  settler  by  the  hand  and  in  a 
loud,  intelligible  voice  recite  the  boundaries  of  the  land  and  where 
the  corners  were  marked.  The  surveyor  and  grantee,  hand  in  hand,  would 
walk  around  the  entire  grant  of  land.  The  settler  then  pulled  up  weeds 
and  threw  rocks  as  evidence  that  he  was  taking  possession. 

This  plan  was  followed  by  the  Smiths  when  they  arrived  in  Texas 
late  in  1849.  Two  years  had  been  spent  in  moving  and  preparations  be¬ 
forehand.  How  the  homes  had  to  be  built  and  the  land  fenced.  John  W. 
Smith,  as  well  as  the  other  brothers,  was  skilled  in  the  carpenter  trade. 
The  old  "square,"  bought  at  a  sale  in  Dade  County,  Georgia,  before  he 
and  Haney  were  married,  is  now  treasured  by  a  great-grandson,  Joe  Smith. 

George  W.  anith,  his  family  and  the  sons'  families  settled  on  the 
Cherokee  Bayou  about  twelve  miles  northeast  of  the  present  city  of  Henderw 
son,  Texas.  A  lake  named  Smith's  Lake,  in  honor  of  George  W.  Smith,  is 
in  the  vicinity.  Here  his  younger  children  and  grandchildren  grew  to 
adulthood.  Sons  of  John  \I,  Smith,  Andrew  (Andy),  Marion,  George,  and 
Larkin,  were  young  boys;  sons  of  George  W.  Smith:  Marion,  Andrew  J.  and 
John  W.  were  among  the  dependable  citizens  of  this  community;  John  V. 
was  mayor  of  the  town  of  Center  at  one  time  and  also  served  as  Justloe 
of  the  Peace. 

Lavine  Smith,  one  of  the  relatives  recalled,  was  the  "Belle  of 
Henderson  County."  She  married  Mr,  John  Higginbotham  of  Watervalley, 
Mississippi.  Their  children  were  Alton,  Dee  and  Washington  Beauregard 
(Bud)  Higginbotham. 

Oinderilla,  Just  younger  than  Lavine,  married  Frank  Heath,  A  and 
Bud  Heath  were  their  two  children. 

Virginia  Adeline  became  the  wife  of  Howard  Williams. 

The  Smiths  with  their  usual  high  standards,  had  developed  farms  and 
ranches  into  profitable  business  ventures.  Hospitality,  gracious  living, 
love  and  consideration  for  their  families  were,  to  them,  happy  and  coi>» 
tented  living.  Staunch  Presbyterians,  they  were,  their  ideals  based  on 
religion.  Even  with  all  this,  the  dark  cloud  of  War  was  hovering  over 
them. 


Ten  years  had  passed  and  life  in  Texas  had  been  satisfying  and 
pleasant.  But  it  was  now  1861.  War  Between  the  States  had  Just  begun. 
Rusk  County  had  the  largest  population  of  any  county  in  the  state.  Con¬ 
sequently,  it  furnished  a  larger  contingent  of  soldiers  than  any  other 
county.  To  one  of  the  companies  from  Rusk  County,  the  Smith  boys  vol¬ 
unteered.  Andrew  J.  Smith,  John  W.  Smith  and  George  Smith,  the  seven- 
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teen  year  old  son  of  John  V.  Smith,  and  also  their  hrother^i^-law  and 
friends,  Frank  Heath,  Howard  Williams,  Hat  Long,  Tom  and  Taylor  ^7 
ininfld  Company  "Bn  3rd  Texas  Cavalry.  They  were  mustered  into  the  oora- 

March  2,  1862.  The  cormurndlns  officer  wna 

Captain  John  Thompson.  His  step-sister,  Laura  Harris,  a 
wife  of  Andrew  Jackson  Smith,  son  of  George  W,  Smith. 

Andrew  Jackson  Smith's  war  record  is  one  of  the  most  courageous  of 
the  Confederate  soldiers.  In  the  spring  of  1862,  Andy,  as  he  was  called, 
wan  nent  across  the  river  to  Corinth,  Mississippi,  being  stationed  there 
during  the  siege.  Here  picket  fighting  progressed  with  two  ^ 
of  Federal  soldiers.  Only  two  hundred  and  forty-six  men  in  Mr .  Smith  s 
company  held  hack  the  enemy.  But  they  defeated  and  routed  them.  They 
fleTfrom  the  field  leaving  their  dead  and  wounded. 

ceived  the  highest  praise  from  General  3eouregard  for  their  bravery. 

After  evacuating  Corinth,  they  fell  back  to  Tupelo,  Mississippi, 
and  were  quartered  there  during  the  summer  of  1862.  From  there  the  con>-

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CHAPTER  XIV 

Illinois  Bend 

This  is  Memory  Lane.  Yet  it  1b  as  real  as  the  redhirds  that  fly? 
the  fat  oattle  that  lie  in  the  sun;  and  the  historic  old  house:  the 
house  that  great-grandfather  Smith  “built  when  he  came  to  the  Red  River 
Bend  country  in  1873.  This  house,  now  dilapidated  and  lonely,  stands 
as  a  silent  testimony  of  the  Smiths  who  lived  there.  It  stands  as  a 
monument  to  all  the  descendants  who  still  follow  the  principles  of 
right  and  good  citizenship  handed  down  to  them  “by  their  grandfather, 

John  V L  Smith. 

On  this  land  one  travels  down  a  quaint,  winding  road  where  tranches 
of  century  old  trees  reach  from  either  side  to  overlap  in  the  center. 

This  is  the  Red  River  Bottom  country  in  the  tend  of  the  river  near  the 
town  of  Illinois  Bend,  Texas.  It  is  two  miles  to  the  river  on  the  north 
and  also  on  the  east.  VaBt  stretches  of  land  contrast  the  red  of  the 
adjoining  hills  with  the  fertile  valley,  it3  green  crops  gently  swaying 
in  the  spring  treeze.  Shades  of  green  from  seagreen  to  Jade  sparkle  a- 
long  the  artored  country  land. 

Cattle,  so  fat  the  Hereford  red  of  their  hides  shine  in  a  Brilliant 
lustre,  chew  cuds  and  sleep  in  the  fields  nearby.  Thus  far,  the  wire 
fenoes,  the  only  Barrier  to  their  freedom,  are  the  only  signs  of  civil¬ 
ization  that  flourished  here  fifty  years  ago.  It  seems  the  countryside 
has  Been  lulled  to  sleep.  Only  the  oattle,  bo  Boutifully  fed,  mark  it 
as  something  other  than  memorial  ground. 

The  country  seems  familiar  although  these  eyes  see  it  for  the  first 
time.  Yesl  It  is  the  same  countyl  It  is  the  same  country  where  my 
Mother  was  Bom  and  spent  her  childhood*  All  the  stories  I  heard  as  a 
child,  stories  of  family  life  and  love,  happened  here.  Mother’s  remarlo- 
able  memory  records  Both  sad  and  happy  incidents  in  the  lives  of  her 
grandparents,  John  V.  Smith,  Nancy  Tittle  Smith  and  their  children. 

Many  times  she  has  talked  to  me  as  she  did  last  week  when  she  said: 

"It  seems  such  a  short  time,”  she  looked  into  the  distanoe  and 
seemed  to  Be  reliving  her  childhood.  Then  she  went  on,  "since  I 
was  a  child.  The  old  gin  was  my  playground.  I  spent  a  lot  of  my 
time  at  grandpa’s.  Just  a  tiny  little  girl,  they  always  said 
that  I  was  'too  Big  for  my  Britches.*  All  the  aunts  and  uncles 
made  a  pet  of  me.  I  went  where  I  wanted  to  go  and  when  I  wanted 

to  go.  That  old  gin  was  a  wonderful  place  for  a  child  to  play," 

she  imiBed. 

At  this  point,  her  face  Became  quite  radiant  as  she  Began  to 
see  again  the  many  things  that  meant  a  lot  to  her  as  a  child, 

"You  see,"  her  eyes  Beaming  with  love  of  family  and  family 

ties,  "all  this  land  that  grandpa  and  his  sons  owned  was  Red  River 

Bottom  land,  rich  and  fertile.  Grandpa,  John  Smith,  his  wife, 
Nancy,  seven  sons  and  two  daughters  moved  from  Rusk  County,  Texas, 
to  Illinois  Bend  which  is  right  in  the  Bend  of  the  river.  The 
cotton  would  grow  as  high  as  man's  shoulder. 

"The  farm  was  improved  with  a  Beautiful  home.  Since  grandpa 
and  Uncle  George  were  Both  carpenters,  they  had  no  trouble  Building 
the  main  house  and  the  other  farm  Buildings  for  their  needs.  I 
told  you  that  Uncle  George  went  into  service  in  the  Civil  War  at 
the  age  of  seventeen  yearB,  didn't  IT"  she  asked,  "He  helped  make 
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wagon  "beds  for  the  armies." 

Her  narrative  was  bo  interesting,  I  couldn't  help  but  aski 
Mom,  how  in  the  world  do  you  remember  so  much?" 

"That's  easy,"  she  smilingly  continued.  "I  stayed  at  grandpa's 
house  a  lot  of  the  time.  Our  land  (meaning  her  father  and  mother, 
Larkin  HendrickB,  the  third  son  and  his  wife,  Abigail  Bridges  Smith) 
Joined  grandpa's.  Then  Uncle  Payette,  my  old  bachelor  uncle,  owned 
land  next  to  ours.  I  can  remember  that  he  had  a  yellow  house,  only 
two  rooms,  but,  of  course,  he  lived  alone  and  needed  no  more, 

"The  cotton  gin  was  built  after  the  houses  were  completed.  It 
was  operated  by  horse  power.  I  spent  many  an  hour  playing  in  the 
old  loft  and  around  the  gin  when  ny  father  and  brothers  were  work- 
ing  and  making  repairs  after  the  ginning  season,"  she  continued. 

Again,  it  was  time  to  interrupt  her.  Hot  many  of  the  Cousins' 
meetings  have  I  attended  but  there  are  always  so  many  of  them  named 
Brown  that  it  seemed  time  to  unravel  this  relationship.  So  I  asked. 

How  does  it  happen  that  bo  many  of  the  cousins  are  named 

Brown?" 

Mother  continued:  "We  had  a  neighbor  by  the  name  of  Murrel. 

She  had  relatives  in  Pilot  Point,  Texas,  in  Collin  County.  One  of 
her  nieces  came  to  visit  her  there  in  Illinois  Bend.  Her  name  was 
Belle  Brown.  Naturally,  Uncle  George,  the  oldest  of  the  Smith  bro¬ 
thers,  'kept  company'  with  her,  that  was  what  they  called  it  then. 
Eventually,  they  were  married.  My  Daddy,  Larkin  Smith,  although 
not  the  oldest  was  the  first  to  get  married.  He  picked  a  neighbor 
g  1#  Abigail  Bridges,  for  his  wife.  She  was  the  daughter  of  their 
friends  and  neighbors,  Sarah  Jane  Newman  Bridges  and  her  husband, 
Luther  Bridges.  However,  her  mother  had  married  Nathan  P.  Stuckey 
several  years  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Bridges.  Mr.  Stuckey  lost  his 
life  in  the  Civil  War. 

"This  Smith  family,"  Mon  interestingly  continued,  "lived  a  very 
pleasant  life.  The  brothers  were  attached  to  each  other;  they  en¬ 
joyed  the  happy  hours  spent  together  in  work  and  play;  their  affeot- 
ion  for  each  other  waB  phenominal.  It  was  like  a  small  village  of 
Smiths.  My  father,  Larkin,  and  his  brothers,  LaBayette  and  George 
all  had  land  adjoining  their  father's  land.  At  this  time,  Unole 
Albert  and  Uncle  Andy  were  not  married  but  owned  land  and  helped 
with  the  gin.  In  fact,  all  the  brothers  and  their  father  worked  to¬ 
gether,  their  land  stretching  for  miles  along  the  river." 


She  Just  couldn't  stop  taling  about  her  family  and  I  didn't  went  to 
stop  her# 

"There's  still  more,"  she  said.  "After  Uncle  George  and  Aunt 
Belle  were  married,  Aunt  Belle's  sisters,  Fannie  and  Eliza  would 
oome  from  Pilot  Point  to  visit  her. 

"Naturally,  the  other  Smith  boys  became  interested  in  those 
attractive  young  girls.  Uncle  Andy  and  Fannie  Brown  beoame  sweet¬ 
hearts  and  Uncle  Albert  and  Eliza  Brown  became  engaged. 

Uncle  Andy  married  Fannie  Brown  and  made  her  my  'Aunt  Fannie" 
Everyone  loved  her.  She  was  the  kind  of  a  person  who  was  always 
doing  something  for  someone  else.  She  gave  so  muoh  time  to  other 
people,  always  sewing  up  dresses  or  baby  clothes  for  her  neighbors. 

I  spent  weeks  at  their  house  with  my  cousins,  Willie,  Mary 
and  Allie,  her  daughters.  I  even  stayed  with  them  to  go  to  school 
when  they  moved  to  town  later  on." 
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Then  she  vent  on  to  say  that  she  remembered  so  well  when  Uncle  Al¬ 
bert  and  Aunt  Eliza  were  married.  She  described  the  gate  at  Grandpa 
Smith*  s  house,  how  it  had  steps  to  walk  over  the  fence  instead  of  a  gate. 
This  was  the  spot,  she  recalled,  that  she  saw  Aunt  Eliza,  dressed  to 
beautifully,  as  the  new  bride  came  home  to  her  husband* s  father’s  home. 
The  dress  she  wore  was  a  rich  red  velvet  with  the  sheerest  of  shirtwaists 
and  a  fashionable  belt  that  circled  her  tiny  waist.  When  the  new  bride 
and  her  new  husband.  Uncle  Albert,  drove  up  to  the  front  yard,  excitement 
prevailed  in  the  Smith  household.  Her  two  sisters,  with  their  husbands, 
George  and  Andy,  my  Mother  and  Father,  were  all  there  at  the  family  home 
to  welcome  another  son  who  had  brought  his  bride  home. 

This  was  the  third  of  the  Brown  sisters  to  marry  the  Smith  boys. 
Belle  and  George,  Fannie  and  Andy,  now  Eliza  and  Albert.  Later,  their 
younger  sister,  Lowery  Bmeline,  married  Alton  Higginbotham,  the  Smith 
boys’  cousin,  who  was  the  son  of  the  father’s  sister  Lavina. 

In  Mom’s  genial  way,  she  summarized:  "Good  neighbors  made  this 
village  of  Illinois  Bend  and  surrounding  coxintry  a  happy  place  to  live. 
The  families  enjoyed  many  prosperous  and  happy  years  together  here  in 
the  bottom  country.  After  the  death  of  my  grandmother,  Nancy  Tittle 
Smith,  in  1883,  some  of  the  sons,  or  Aunt  Mollie,  the  older  daughter 
and  her  husband  Wiley  Stout,  or  his  youngest  daughter,  Parilee,  who 
married  Will  Fallis,  lived  with  him  and  took  care  of  him." 

And  she  went  on  to  talk  about  the  large  white  house  which  he  had 
built  so  that  his  children  and  their  families  would  be  welcome  at  any 
time  and  would  be  urged  to  stay  as  long  as  they  liked.  A  long  gallery, 
known  as  a  porch,  today,  ornamented  the  entire  front  of  the  house.  A 
wide,  open  hall,  which  separated  one  side  from  the  other,  led  to  the 
porch  across  the  back  ("the  back  porch").  The  old  familiar  water  well 
was  conveniently  placed  there,  the  water  drawn  with  buckets  of  wood 
like  small  kegs.  (They  were  probably  cedar  buckets.) 

Today,  in  the  same  little  village  and  the  area  around  it,  neigh¬ 
bors  and  relatives  meet  to  renew  their  friendships,  work  and  talk  over 
pioneer  days.  ThiB  is  the  "Annual  Graveyard  Working"  in  Illinois  Bend, 
Texas,  at  the  old  cemetery.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  crosstimber 
oountry.  People  from  Montague  County,  Cook  County,  and  other  counties 
in  Texas,  as  well  as  other  states,  assemble  here  for  the  event.  Friends, 
neighbors  and  relatives  meet  each  year  on  the  Thursday  nearest  to  the 
first  day  in  August,  to  eat  a  wonderful  basket  dinner  and  do  the  needed 
work  for  the  care  of  their  departed  loved  ones. 

John  W.  Smith  set  this  date  at  the  same  kind  of  meeting  over 
sixty-five  years  ago. 
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Indian  Territory 

Years  passed.  The  various  Smith  families  felt  that  more  land  was 
needed  as  the  sons  each  established  their  homes.  Illinois  Bend  had 
really  "become  a  Smith  village,  six  sons  were  now  married  and  living 
there.  Larkin  Hendrix  Smith,  Abbie,  his  wife  and  the  children,  Bonnie 
May,  Maggie  Bell,  Ollie  and  Eldora,  was  the  first  family  to  make  the  de¬ 
cision  of  moving  into  Indian  Territory.  Just  about  the  time  Lark  Smith 
was  making  preparations  to  lease  land  in  the  Territory,  his  home  was 
saddened  by  the  death  of  their  child,  Maggie  Bell.  An  infant  marker  in 
the  old  cemetery  stands  in  memory  of  a  little  life  that  was  here  only 
two  years.  The  loss  of  a  second  child,  Eldora,  soon  after  they  moved 
to  the  territory  again  bereaved  the  family.  Eldora  died  on  the  day 
following  the  birth  of  her  sister,  Lennie. 


Although  it  was  not  yet  safe  for  a  man  to  take  his  family  into  the 
Indian  country,  Lark  Smith* s  wife,  Abbie,  wasn't  afraid  to  risk  her  lot 
with  that  of  her  husband.  The  first  settlers  were  beginning  to  cross 
Red  River  into  the  Territory  due  to  the  United  States  Government  passing 
a  new  law  whereby  settlers  might  lease  the  lands  that  belonged  to  the 
Indians.  So  the  story  goes,  the  Cherokees  would  not  live  on  the  land 
because  the  Plains  Indians  raided  them.  Indians  were  familiar  to  Larkin 
Smith.  He  had  dealt  with  them  for  years  as  he  ran  a  ferry  boat  aoroes 
the  river  at  the  bend.  Also,  the  Chisholm  Trail  was  definitely  establish¬ 
ed  as  the  cattle  trail  to  market,  the  main  river  crossing  at  Ryan,  Okla¬ 
homa,  a  few  miles  to  the  west.  Rancher  as  he  was,  Lark  Smith  saw  the 
rioh  grazing  lands  on  his  trips  to  market  and  also  as  he  made  numerous 
trips  with  his  ferry  to  the  Territory  side  of  the  river. 


It  was  beoause  of  these  facts  that  Larkin  Smith  started  ranching  in 
Indian  Territory.  His  brother  Albert,  joined  him  a  few  years  later,  as 
his  partner.  The  two  of  them  fenced  the  leased  land  for  both  hogs  and 
cattle.  This  was  much  against  the  desires  of  the  ranchers  whohadaL- 
ready  established  their  herds  of  oattle  there.  Trouble  came  frequently 
them  tiie  f 01106 8  w0re  *orn  down*  Tlie  brothers  were  constantly  rebuilding 


Lark  continued  to  run  the  ferry  across  the  river  and  also  to  carry 
on  his  ranching  interests.  In  1891  a  great  disaster  came.  Spring  rains 
cause  a  headriae"  in  the  river.  Describing  this  my  grandfather  told  my 

"It  looked  like  a  vast  wall  of  water  ten  feet  high,  as  it  came 
down  the  river.  There  was  no  time  to  save  anything,  the  water  oame 
with  suoh  fury.  Cables  holding  the  ferry  boat  were  broken  by  the 
impact  of  the  water.  The  boat  was  swept  away,  not  a  rope  or  cable 
left  to  mark  the  place. 

"Not  only  the  boat  was  lost  but  hundreds  of  cattled  drowned  in 
the  devastating  flood.  Many  oattle,  missed  by  the  flood,  became 
entrenched  by  the  "bogey  river"  bottom,  and  were  unable  to  free  ' 
themselves. 

"It  was  a  terrible  time.  The  loss  of  the  ferry  boat  was  minor 
compared  to  the  cattle,  the  livelihood  of  the  family."  Ironioally 
this  wasn't  enough.

Lifelong  friends  were  made  in  those  early  days.  Some  of  their 
closest  friends  and  relatives  in  miopia  Bend,  were  Mr.  Mitchell,  the 
postmaster  at  that  time,  Jack  Wells,  grocerymnn,  the  Elliots,  Seitz, 
Stuckeys,  the  Nat  Long  family,  the  Higginbothams  and  the  Berry  family. 

In  the  early  territorial  days  the  Smith  families  made  a  lifelong  friend 
of  Lute  Jackson,  who,  with  his  mother,  was  one  of  the  earliest  families 
to  brave  the  hardships  of  the  Indian  coiintry.  Mr.  Jackson  lived  to  be 

past  90  £md  enjoyed  many  of  the  Smith  family  reunions  with  them.  I  have 
heard  him  laughinly  say, 

"I  don’t  have  any  of  that  Smith  blood  but  I  guess  I  can  get 
Into  the  meeting,  anyway. " 

His  daughter,  Mrs.  Vida  Dillard,  of  Ringling,  brought  him  to  a  great 
number  of  the  meetings  in  his  last  years.

I  think  that  it  was  in  the  book  Genealogy  of  .the  Brown  Family  by  James 
Edgar  Brown  that  I  read  the  interesting  story  of  this  man  William  Brown 

who  disowned  hiB  son  for  whipping  his  horse.  The  story  went  something 
like  this: 


William  Brown,  a  large  land-owner  in  Virginia,  had  told  his  ohildU 
ran  that  he  never  wanted  them  to  whip  a  horse.  His  son,  and  I  believe 
that  it  was  Lou  Brown,  beoame  angry  at  his  own  horse  one  day  and  was 
iashing  him  with  his  whip.  About  that  time  his  father  walked  up  and 
at  that  moment  disowned  him.  The  son  was  turned  out  without  a  penny 
and  the  father  never  relented.  The  son  went  to  the  wilds  of  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  started  out  for  himself.  He  pioneered  the  West  Virginia 
country  and  became  a  large  land-owner  himself.  Row  whether  this  story 
is  accurate,  I  don't  know  because  I  was  reading  hurriedly  and  failed  to 
take  notes  on  the  story.  It  stuck  with  me  and  when  I  was  taking  down 

Mattie  Lee's  story  of  the  Browns,  it  occured  to  me  that  it  was  the  same 
Lou  Brown,

Genealogy  of  the  John  Smith  Families  and  Descendants 

John  Smith  of  Rickahock  married  Mary  Ann  Adkins,  a  relative  of  the 
Washington  family.  He  left  a  will  (1725).  mentioning  three  sons: 

Thomas,  John  and  Augustine,  Son  John  married  Lizzie  Marshall;  son  Aug¬ 
ustine  married  Annie  Marshall. 

My  theory  is  that  John  Smith,  son  of  John  Smith  and  Lizzie  Marshall, 
married  Mary  Chew,  daughter  of  Larkin  Chew  and  Mary  Beverley.  This  John 
Smith  and  Mary  Chew  had  children:  John,  Morris,  Elizabeth  and  Larkin. 

John,  the  oldest,  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  presumably 
a  Captain  as  land  "bounty  was  issued  to  c  Captain  John  Smith  of  King  and 
Queen  County.  His  wife's  name  has  not  been  established.  Larkin  Smith, 
his  brother,  became  a  Colonel  in  the  same  war.  It  is  recorded  that  he 
took  a  land  grant  of  4,000  acres  in  what  is  now  Tennessee  and  Georgia, 
This  indicated  that  he  saw  service  in  North  Carolina  as  North  Carolina 
rewarded  her  soldiers  with  land  grants  in  Tennessee. 

Colonel  Larkin  Smith  married  1.  Mary  Eleanor  Hill  and  had  childU 
reni  John  Hill  Smith  who  married  Mary  Carey  Ambler;  Charles  Henry  Smith 
and  William  Smith  who  died  in  Louisiana;  Mary,  who  married  William  Fen¬ 
ton  Brooke;  and  Eliza  who  married  Mr.  Henderson.  By  his  sec¬ 

ond  wife,  widow  of  Richard  Taliafero,  Colonel  Larkin  Smith  had  two 
daughters,  Ann  Marie  Nicolas  Smith  and  Juliet  Madison. 

John  Smith,  husband  of  Mary  Chew,  died  in  1761.  Mary  Chew  Smith 
then  married  Oliver  Towles  and  had  children.  Mary  Chew  Smith  Towles 
made  a  will  in  1770  leaving  her  estate  to  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Larkin  Smith, 
her  children.  As  was  the  custom,  the  eldest  child  received  the  bulk  of 
the  estate  on  the  death  of  the  parents.  Since  Mary  Chew  Smith* o  son, 
John,  was  the  oldest,  it  is  assumed  that  he  received  his  father*s  est¬ 
ate  provided  by  a  will  in  1761. 

John  Smith,  son  of  John  Smith  and  Mary  Chew,  and  his  wife  (name 
unknown)  had  children;  John,  Larkin,  Washington,  Sally  and  Nancy.  This 
John  Smith  was  a  Boldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  military  warrent, 

8035*  He  served  under  Captain  Uriah  Springer,  for  five  years.  Pension 
was  granted  him  in  1834. 

Mary,  daughter  of  Mary  Chew  and  John  Smith,  married  Thomas  Towles 
and  died  in  1813;  Elizabeth  married  one  of  the  Brooke  family;  Morris  was 
never  mentioned  after  the  guardian  bonds  in  1761. 

John  Smith,  son  of  Mary  Chew  and  John  Smith,  by  his  will  which  was 
destroyed  in  a  courthouse  fire,  King  and  Qjieen  County,  left  to  his  son, 
John,  also  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  all  his  lands.  He  left  the  remaind¬ 
er  of  his  estate  to  the  following  children:  Larkin,  who  died  in  Lincoln 
County,  Tennessee,  sometime  after  1834;  Sally,  who  married  Isaac  Wilson; 
Nancy,  who  married  Leroy  Wilson.  Washington  died  before  his  father. 

In  I834,  Larkin  Smith  testified  before  the  King  And  Queen  County 
Court  that  his  brother,  John  Smith,  died  and  left  one  son,  George,  who 
shared  in  the  estate  of  his  grandfather.

George  Alexander  Smith  volunteered  in  the  Confederate  Army  when  he 
was  only  seventeen  years  of  age,  do  was  in  the  same  company  with  his 
father,  John  W.  Smith,  and  his  Uncle  Andrew  Jackson  Smith,  Their  many 
duties  included  "building  wagon  beds  for  the  army  and  hauling  supplies  to 
the  battlefields,  George  Alexander  Smith  and  Rebecca  Isobel  Brown  (known 
as  "Aunt  Belle")  were  the  first  to  unite  the  Smith  and  Brown  families. 
They  were  married  in  Illinois  Bend,  Texas  and  lived  there  many  years. 
After  a  number  of  years  in  the  ranching  business  in  the  Indian  Territory, 
later  Comanche,  Oklahoma,  this  family  moved  to  the  South  Plains  of  Texas 
where  their  children  established  homes* 

Their  youngest  son,  John,  chose  to  rema'u  in  Oklahoma  and  entered 
into  the  cattle  business  near  Addington,  Oklahoma.  It  is  on  his  ranch 
that  many  of  the  Cousin* s  Club  meetings  have  been  hold, 

Robert  Dresden,  known  as  "Bob"  to  the  family,  has  served  as  sheriff 
of  Floyd  County  for  several  terms.  His  wife,  Jeffie  and  her  daughter, 
are  among  the  cousins  who  never  miss  a  meeting, 

Warren  Hamilton  and  his  lovely  wife,  Rebecca  moved  to  Floyd  County, 
Texas,  in  1917*  He  is  one  of  the  prominent  Floyd  County  people  who  en¬ 
gages  in  wheat  farming,  having  fanned  750  acres  in  wheat  for  nineteen 
years.  At  the  present  time  he  is  interested  in  irrigation  farming. 

Son  Alvin,  of  this  marriage,  passed  away  in  1914.  The  other  son, 
Andrew  Grover  also  lives  in  Floyd  County.

FRANCIS  MARION  SMITH  -  DEANER  BROWNING 

Franc i a  Marion  Smith  is  the  second  by  that  name  in  the  Smith  gen¬ 
ealogy.  George  Washington  Smith  had  a  son,  Francis  Marion,  to  whom  my 
Mother  referred  as  "Old  Uncle  Marion"  thus  distinguishing  him  from  her 
(father’s  brother,  Francis  Smith.  The  Smiths  were  military  minded  as  is 
shown  by  their  sons  always  serving  in  all  the  wars  since  the  nation  began 
the  Indian  wars,  the  Revolutionary,  War  of  1812,  Civil  War,  world  Wars 
I  and  II  and  the  Korean  War. 

In  the  life  of  General  Francis  Marion  of  Revolutionary  fame,  a 
John  Smith  distinguished  himself  for  bravery  in  battle  near  Padee,  South 
Carolina,  on  Hicks  Creek.  A  full  report  is  given  of  the  battle  in  the 
biography  of  Brigadier-General  Francis  Morion  by  William  James.  After 
reading  the  story  of  his  life,  one  concludes  that  the  John  Smith  mentioj>- 
ed  here  is  our  ancestor.  This  would  mean  that  George  W.  Smith  was  prob¬ 
ably  influenced  by  his  father,  John  Smith,  in  naming  his  son  Francis  in 
honor  of  the  General.

LARKIN  HENDRIX  SMITH  -  LA  VINA  ABIGAIL  BRIDGES  FAMILY 


Larkin  Hendrix  Smith  was  honored,  with  other  early  cowboys,  in  the 
Indian  Territory,  when  Henry  Price  had  the  idea  to  build  a  monument  in 
their  memory.  The  monument  stands  on  Monument  Hill  on  the  Henry  Prioe 
Ranch  near  Addington,  Oklahoma.  The  biography,  written  by  Larkin  Smith* § 
daughter,  Bonnie,  to  be  sealed  in  the  monument  is  one  that  best  expresses 
Mr.  Smith* a  life.

"Of  the  early  life  of  Larkin  Smith  I  remember  as  it  was  toll 

to  me^hy  ^ef*^r’f  l8?5  ^  BeUled  with  hie  parents,  brothers  anl 
eietere  in  Cook  County,  near  Gainsville,  the  trading  poat  and  Ill¬ 
inois  Bend,  the  poatoffioe. 

"On  November  21,  1876,  he  waa  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Abbie  Bridges,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Nathan  P.  Stuckey  of  Illinoia  Ben  . 
Abbie's  father,  Luther  Bridges,  lost  his  life  in  the  Confederate 
Array  during  the  Civil  War. 

"They  lived  in  Cook  and  Montague  Counties  for  ten  years  where 
"Lark",  as  he  was  oalled  by  his  friends  and  relatives,  became  a 
very  prosperous  cattle  man.  Grass  being  scarce  here  for  the  cattle 
industry,  he  moved  his  herd  to  the  Indian  Territory  in  1885. 

"At  this  time  this  part  of  the  Indian  Territory  was  very  thin¬ 
ly  populated.  Grazing  land  for  cattle  was  free  and  "the  range 
consisted  of  thousands  of  acres,  with  grass  as  high  as  a  man  0 
head.  Deer  abounded  here;  they  were  seen  in  bunches  Just  like 
oattle.  The  cattle  were  herded  by  bandB  of  oowboys  with  chuck 

wagons  ready  to  oamp  on  the  range.  . .. 

"In  the  spring  there  was  a  great  roundup,  the  oattle  were 

gathered  together  by  the  oowboys  into  one  big  herd  of  hundreds  of 
cattle.  Each  owner  knew  his  cattle  by  the  brand.  Larkin  Smith  e 
oattle  brand  was  _  *md  his  hog  brand  was  the  ear  tip  cut 
with  round  hole.  At  the  roundup  the  cattle  were  divided 

into  individual  bunches. 

"AT  this  time  there  were  oattle  rustlers  working  to  ruin  the 

oattle  men.  They  took  all  the  unbranded  cattle,  drove  them  to 

market  and  sold  them.  .  v 

"During  the  year  1885  Lark  spent  his  time  with  coWboy e  on  the 

range  making  trips  back  and  forth  to  Illinois  Bend  to  see  his  wife 
and  children.  In  1886  he  moved  his  family,  Wife  -  Abigail  and 
children  -  Bonnie  May,  John  Albert,  Ollie  Jane  and  Eldora  to 
their  new  home  which  was  a  small  house,  the  typical  pioneer  homes. 
The  nearest  inhabitants  were  mostly  cowboys  and  lived  a  distance 
from  25  to  50  miles  away.  There  were  no  schools,  ohurohes  or  any 

amusements.  The  only  reoreation  was  the  "Roundup.

Albert  Smith  and  Eliza  Brown  completed  the  trio  of  the  Smith-Brown 
couples,  brothers  who  married  sisters.  Uncle  Albert  was  my  Mother  s 
favorite  uncle.  He  was  her  father's  partner  in  the  early  days  of  ranch¬ 
ing  in  the  Indian  Territory. 

Albert  Smith  and  his  wife  Eliza  pioneered  the  South  Plains  of  Texas 
as  did  his  brother  George  and  wife,  Belle.  He  became  one  of  the  larges, 
landowners  on  the  Plains.  At  one  time  he  owned  nineteen  sections  of 
wheat  land  near  Lorenzo,  Texas.  Uncle  Albert  was  always  the  one  in  t  e 
family  to  whom  the  others  looked  for  help  and  guidance  in  time  of 
trouble.  And  he  never  failed  them.  He  loved  his  own  family  and  his 
brothers  and  sisters'  families  more  than  is  usually  the  case.  His 
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grandchildren  were  a  great  delight  to  him.  He  Just  couldn’t  do  enough 
for  them. 

His  youngest  daughter,  Mattilee,  received  her  musical  education  at 
T.C.U.  in  Fort  Worth  and  later  earned  a  Master’s  Degree  in  Education, 
True  to  Sraith  fashion,  Mattilee  and  her  husband  Hal  Lattiraore  are  always 
among  the  visitors  at  the  Cousins  Club.  Although  Mattilee  and  Hal  have 
no  children,  they  have  enjoyed  close  association  with  her  sister’ 
children  and  love  them  as  their  own.

Uncle  Andy  and  Aunt  Fanny  Smith  were  loved  "by  everyone  who  knew 
them.  They  were  the  second  couple  to  line  up  the  Smiths  and  Browns. 
My  Mother  thought  that  her  Aunt  Fanny  was  one  of  the  grandest  persons 
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that  she  ever  knew.  She  had  wit,  courage  and  love  for  everyone.  In  1892 
Andrew  and  Fanny  Brown  sold  their  land  in  Montague  County  and  bought  a 
ranch  twenty  miles  west  of  Ardmore,  then  Indian  Territory.  Mail  was  de¬ 
livered  twice  a  month  at  their  postoffice,  Dixie. 

Tragedy  came  to  this  hone  in  1893  when  Uncle  Andy  passed  away  after 
a  very  short  illness.  Be  was  buried  in  the  family  burial  grounds  in  Ill¬ 
inois  Bend.  Aunt  Fanny,  courageous  as  she  was,  chose  to  remain  on  the 
ranch  and  take  care  of  her  children.  Being  ‘educationally  minded  she 
bought  a  home  in  Belcherville,  Texas  and  spent  each  school  term  there  edU 
ucating  her  children.  It  was  here  that  Bonnie  Smith,  her  husband* s 
niece  also  received  Borne  of  her  early  education.  The  summers  were  spent 
on  the  ranch  where  hosts  of  relatives  and  friends  were  always  welcome  to 
visit. 


Aunt  Fanny’s  daughter,  Willie,  remembered  that  her  mother  made  six¬ 
teen  baby  caps  and  twelve  dresses  for  her  neighbors  just  because  she 
loved  to  do  things  for  others.  The  Methodist  meeting  was  due  to  start 
in  Dixie  that  summer.  Aunt  Fanny  remarked:  "Well,  I  did  want  to  get 
myself  a  petticoat  made  before  the  meeting,  but  it  looks  like  I  am  not 
going  to  get  it  made." 

Aunt  Fanny  passed  away  January  9»  1902  and  is  buried  by  her 
husband’s  side  in  Illinois  Bend.  Her  wish  for  her  children's  education 
has  been  fulfilled  by  them  and  her  grandchildren  -  all  have  college 
degrees. 

Children  of  Uncle  Andy  and  Aunt  Fanny  are:  Willie  Elmore,  Joe 
Hendrix,  Mary  Belle,  Allie  Agnes  and  Charles.  After  the  death  of  their 
mother,  the  children  continued  to  live  at  the  ranch.  Their  grandfather, 
John  W.  Smith  came  to  live  with  them  to  lend  guidance  and  protection. 

As  Willie  expressed  it:  "We  loved  him  dearly  because  he  had  been  a  part 
of  us  all  our  lives." 

Their  old  bachelor  uncle,  Uncle  Lafayette,  also  came  to  live  with 
them  at  this  time.  One  of  the  things  the  children  remember  ia  that 
Wiley  Gilmore's  grandfather  was  Russ  Adams  who  grew  up  in  Rusk  County, 
Texas  with  the  sons  of  George  W.  Smith.  Uncle  LaFayette  was  always 
bragging  about  how  Russ  Adams  could  sing.  He  sang  at  the  funeral  of 
George  W.  Smith  in  1877. 

In  1903  Willie  Smith  married  Joel  Clifton  Fuller  in  Ringgold, 

Texas.  He  is  the  son  of  Bailey  English  Fuller  and  Sudie  Stephens  Fuller, 
Bonham,  Texas.  Will-ie  and  Clifton  Fuller  have  lived  near  Plainviev,  Tex¬ 
as  most  of  their  married  life.  They  now  live  in  Plainview  at  1509  West 
Tenth  Street,  where  they  oelebrated  their  "Golden  Wedding  Anniversary" 
a  year  ago. 

Mary  Belle  Smith  married  Wiley  Gilmore  November  7.  1906.  He  was  a 
Bon  of  the  pioneer  family  of  Thomas  Asberry  Gilmore  and  Clara  Moreland 
(Dolly)  Adams.  Dolly  Adams  is  the  daughter  of  Russ  Adams  who  sang- so 
beautifully.  This  same  Adams  family  is  related  to  the  Adams  family 
mother  and  father  of  Polly  Adams,  who  married  William  Tittle,  father 
of  Nancy. 

Allie  Agnes  Smith  married  Thomas  Woods  Collins  in  Ringgold,  Texas, 
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October  27,  1909.  His  parents  cane  from  Alabana  to  Texas.

LAFAYETTE  SMITH 


Lafayette  Smith  remained  a  bachelor  all  his  life.  He  loved  to 
visit  his  brothers  and  sisters  and  their  families.  He  was  a  familiar 
figure  in  their  homes.  I  remember  so  well  how  he  spent  several  weeks  each 
year  at  my  Mother's  house.  As  we  lived  in  the  same  town  with  my  grand¬ 
parents,  he  included  our  family  in  his  itinerary.  He  was  a  cripple, 
having  received  an  injury  early  in  life.  I  remember  how  he  would  come 
down  the  narrow  path  from  the  little  village  when  he  arrived  by  train 
unexpectedly.  He  had  a  "valise"  as  a  suitcase  was  known  in  those  days. 

It  was  a  flat  box-like  container,  the  upper  lid  fitting  down  over  the 
the  top  with  the  handle  in  the  center.  It  was  so  bulky  that  it  would 
strike  him  on  the  knee  with  every  step  as  he  trudged  along. 

He  was  a  good  story  teller  for  children  and  entertained  us  with  tales 
of  blood  and  thunder  in  the  early  Indian  Territory  days  -  Indians  and 
cattle  rustlers.
